That the relations between the United States and 
\lexico are based on solid grounds of mutual confidence 
ind good will, has been strikingly demonstrated by events 
vithin the last ‘°n days on the Arizona-Mexican border. 
Labor disturbai es and other disputes in mining and 
jumber camps owned by American capitalists in the Mex- 
iean state of Sonora culminated on June 1 in a serious 
riot in the town of Cananea, in which several Americans 
and Mexicans were killed and many wounded. The Amer- 
cans, being greatly outnumbered, were in such desperate 
peril that the American consul in Cananea telegraphed 
io the Government at Washington earnestly requesting 
lat troops be sent to the scene to protect them, To send 
\merican troops into Mexico, however, except on the lat- 
ier’s request, would be a direct violation of the agree- 
vent ketween the two nations, consequently the authori- 
‘ies at Washington declined the request of the Consul at 
Cananea, but signified to the Mexican government that 
ihe United States “would be glad of any suggestion from 
ihe government of Mexico as to the course which we may 
inke to prevent violation of international obligation on 
the part of our citizens to help promote peace and safe- 
v.” Following this action the Secretary of War, after a 
onference with the Secretary of State, ordered Major 
Charles TT. Watts, 5th U.S. Cav., to proceed with a 
quadron of that command from Fort Huachuca to Naco, 
\rizona sixty miles from Cananea, to await eventuali- 
lies, but with instructions that he must not cross the 
horder except on ithe request of the Mexican government. 
Chat any such request will be made is extremely doubt- 
‘ul, partly for the reason that the worst of the trouble 
‘ppears to be over and partly because such a_ request 
ould be an implied admission by Mexico that she was 
inable to maintain peace and order in her own territory. 
the affair at Cananea was serious in the extreme, aud 
lat it has not resulted in a grave international contro- 
ersy if not in an actual clash of arms is because of the 
ioderation, wisdom and good will of the two govern- 
ents immediately concerned, It is creditable to them 
in equal degree that an emergency so grave has been met 
snd mastered in a manner which leaves their harmonious 
clations unimpaired,

Major Charles TH. Watts, 5th U.S, Cav.. telegraphing

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In view of the fact that the reorganization and in- 
struction of the Chinese army is being conducted almost 
entirely by Japanese military officers with the full con- 
sent of their own government, a statement which appears 
in the Eastern World, a German newspaper published 
in Yokohama, will have to be taken with a liberal allow- 
ance of salt. ‘This statement is to the effect that the 
Japanese army and navy are being thoroughly and rapid- 
ly prepared for war with China and that a pretext for 
forcing the conflict will soon be forthcoming. Japan, the 
writer explains, is hopelessly indebted to the United 
States and Great Britain, and her only escape from the 
burden is through a war that would enable her to exact 
an enormous indemnity from China with which to meet 
the expenses of the struggle with Russia. Such a war, 
it is pointed out, would firmly establish Japan’s now pre- 
carious hold on Port Arthur and the Liao-Tung penin- 
sula, and a campaign having that object in view would, 
it is held, be immensely popular among the Japanese 
people, ‘The attack,” says the article in the Hastern 
World, “will probably be deferred for two or three years 
more so that Japan may be fully equipped for a struggle 
into which other Powers, in the first case probably Rus- 
sia, would probably be drawn. China is arming, but 
Japan will attack her before she can bring her naval 
and military forces to equality with those of Japan. 
Whatever plans have been made must be executed before 
the alliance with England expires and must be arranged 
so that Japan, of course much against her will, must de- 
fend her existence to maintain the peace of the Far 
Kast.” 
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Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U.S.A., regards the offi- 
cial exposure of revolting conditions at the Chicago pack- 
ing houses and the impure character of their products as 
fully sustaining his charges as to the quality of the beef 
supplied to the Army during the Spanish war. “The re- 
cent disclosures,” said General Miles to a representative 
of the Associated Press at Kansas City, June 4, “are no 
I knew it seven years ago. I told what I 
knew then. Had the matter been taken up at that time 
thousands of lives would have been saved. I believe that 
three thousand United States soldiers lost their lives be- 
cause of adulterated, impure, poisonous meat. There is 
no way of estimating the number of soldiers whose health 
was ruined by eating imnpure food. I have a barrel of 
testimony on the subject in the way of affidavits that I 
collected when I made my investigation seven years ago. 
At that time I could have secured the testimony of one 
hundred thousand men that the canned beef sold to the 
Army was impure, adulterated, and unwholesome, In 
my investigation of ‘embalmed’ beef during the Spanish- 
American war, I found poisons were used to preserve 
meat. I turned the reports over to the War Department, 
and a whitewashing investigation was instituted and 
successfully carried out. The official report was that a 
‘colossal error’ had been made. As a matter of fact, it 
was a colossal fraud, and the persons who perpetrated it 
and were interested in it should have been sent to the 
penitentiary.”

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It is of interest, in connection with the statement cred- 
ited to General Miles, to note what is said on the subject 
in a defense of the meat packing houses issued after a 
meeting of representatives of the largest concerns, in 
Chicago on June 4. The statement issued says: “Our 
own Army and Navy have been regular customers of Chi- 
cago packing houses for thirty years without a word of 
complaint, except on one occasion, At the close of the 
Spanish-American war the wholesomeness of these pro- 
ducts was questioned by certain Army officers in an at- 
tack similar to the one now made upon us, After a thor- 
ough investigation, covering several months, a court of 
inquiry, made up of eminent officers of the Army, found 
that all the allegations against our products were utterly 
unfounded. Our Army and Navy are using the products 
of these packing houses to-day, as are the armies and 
navies of England, Germany and other foreign countries. 
We respectfully submit that a record of this kind gives 
us the right to deny the correctness and fairness of any 
conclusion that subjects our business to sweeping con- 
demnation.’ 
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With the President’s approval of the recently enacted 
bill to increase the efficiency of the United States Reve- 
nue Cutter Service that organization may be said to have 
entered upon a period of larger dignity and usefulness. 
Heretofore the Revenue Cutter Service has lacked the 
definite status to which it is legitimately entitled. Its 
officers have had virtually no more authority than those 
of merchant ships; the crews have not been formally en- 
listed but simply “shipped”; discipline has depended 
merely on “the consent of the governed,” and the Ser- 
vice as a whole, while quasi military in character, has 
not been properly assimilated with the Navy, with which 
it is designed to co-operate in time of war. These loose 
and undesirable conditions will all be remedied by the 
new law. It provides for a regular three-year enlistment 
period, prescribes penalties for desertion and for various 
other offenses, authorizes Revenue Cutter courts corres- 
ponding to Navy courts-martial for the trial of offenders, 
and in short assimilates discipline with that of the Navy 
as closely as the differences of the two Services permit. 


The effect of this act will be to place the Revenue Cutter 
Service on a definite basis as to enlistment and disci- 
pline which means increased efficiency and usefulness. 
The Service is old and honorable and it is but the truth 
to say that in the matter of personnel, both as to officers 
and men, it was never in more excellent condition than it 
is to-day.

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With the withdrawal of the Royal Engineers and the 
Royal Garrison Artillery from their barracks near Vic- 
toria, B.C., on May 17, and their departure on the way 
to England, Canada assumed full control of her own 
military defenses, and the entire Dominion is for the 
first time without a single garrison of ‘imperial troops. 
This change, while it will necessarily impose a heavy 
burden of expense upon Canadian taxpayers, is a wel- 
come one, and unless we are mistaken it will result in 
substantial improvement in Canada’s military institu- 
tions. Thus far the military training given in Canada 
has been chiefly that pertaining to the infantry arm, but 
now that the Dominion has taken over the extensive 
Iéritish fortifications at Halifax, Esquimault, and other 
points, facilities are available for practical instruction 
and training in the artillery branch. ‘To man _ those 
vast works with efficient forces it will be necessary to 
institute a far broader course in artillery training than 
the Canadian authorities have maintained hitherto, but 
the available material and facilities are so abundant and 
of such excellent quality that the need can easily be 
supplied. The transfer of the defenses of the Dominion 
to her own hands seems likely to mark the beginning of 
a new and important expansion of the Canadian military 
system, 
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According to the Vancouver World, part of the scheme 
of defense elaborated by the Imperial Government when 
Esquimalt was a fortress and a naval station, was a sys- 
tem of submarine mines arranged by expert submarine 
mining engineers, to guard the entrance to Esquimalt har- 
bor, and, now that the Canadian Government has taken 
over Esquimalt, these have been removed and the cables 
and other material stored in the naval stores. This ac- 
tion has been carried out upon instructions from Ottawa, 
on the score that their maintenance is too expensive. 
Many months ago the work of completing the fortress on 
Signal Hill was stopped on the same score, and the elab- 
orate schemes of defense arranged by the Imperial Gov- 
ernment at Esquimalt are to be maintained only in as 
far as necessity absolutely demands. In other words the 
fortress will be in the hands of caretakers. 


There will be a response of hearty approval from this 
side of the Atlantic to the suggestion which has been 
made in London, that King Edward pay a visit to the 
United States. The favor with which this suggestion has 
been received in England is both general and earnest, and 
while it has received no official notice we are assured by _ 
the London press that it is regarded by the King himself 
with something more than passing interest. The-London 
Daily Telegraph, which is specially active in urging His 
Majesty to revisit the country which he visited in his 
youth as Prince of Wales, admits that there may be state 
reasons that might make it imprudent to do so, yet points 
out that “Canada is a living link between the American 
republic and the British empire, and if the visit can be 
accomplished it would be not merely historic, but memor- 
able past all example in the record of royal progress.’ 
With reference to the political significance that weuld 
attach to such a visit, our London contemporary re- 
marks: “The alliance with Japan, the entente with 
France, the better understanding with Russia, followed 
by a visit to Washington and a meeting with President 
Roosevelt, would be a dramatic moment instinct with sig- 
nificance, sealing the reconciliation of the Anglo-Saxon 
races for ages to come; would make the years of His Ma- 
jesty’s influeuce more memorable and more beneficent 
than any equal period of any previous reign.” 











In a speech before the Boston Peace Society, May 18, 
Congressman Bartholdt said: “very argument I have 
heard advanced in the intellectual combats of the last ten 
years to support, excuse or justify the barbarism of war 
has been successfully refuted.”” Though we are perhaps as 
well informed en this subject as Mr, Bartholdt, we cannot 
recall ever hearing or seeing an argument in support, ex- 
cuse or justification of the barbarism of war. So it would 
appear that the chief fatigue suffered by Mr. Bartholdt 
must have been in searching for such arguments, not in 
replying to them. What Mr. Bartholdt has reference to 
presumably is his own disingenuous attempts, and those 
of his school, to make it appear that a recognition of the 
possibility of war, and a suggestion that proper prepara: 
tion should be made to meet the contingency, is an argu+ 
ment for war. The real enemies of peace, as the history 
of the country will show, are those who refuse to recog- 
nize the facts of human nature and who seek to deal by 
declamation and denunciation with a situation which re- 
quires the application of sound reason to the teachings of 
experience.

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The captain of the French liner La Lorraine and the 
captain of the Cunarder Lucania, which arrived at New 
York June 2, reported favorably regarding the bell sub- 
marine signal system, which went into effect June 2 on 
all the lightships off the Atlantic coast. Both com- 
manders agreed that they received warning of their prox- 
imity to lightships many minutes earlier through the new 
device than by the fog bells, and that it would prove a 
valuable adjunct to the equipment of modern steamships, 
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i The War Department this week made public the list 
of enlisted men applicants for promotion to the grade of 
second lieutenant who, as a result of their preliminary 
examination, have been found eligible for the final exami- 
nation and who will be ordered to appear before the final 
examining board to be convened at Fort Leavenworth on 
Sept. 1 next. ‘There will be a large number of vacancies 
on July 1, after all of the members of the graduating 
class at West Point have been provided for, to which en- 
listed men may be appointed. On May 20 last, when the 
last reckoning was made by the War Department, there 
were thirty-eight vacancies in the grade of second lieu- 
tenant of the Artillery Corps; twenty-two in the Cavalry 
and forty-two im the Infantry, besides those in the Engi- 
neer Corps. It is probable that the first ten graduates 
from this year’s class will be, as usual, assigned to the 
Engineer Corps, which will leave between sixty-five and 
seventy graduates to be assigned to the line of the Army.

Continuing his discussion in 
the Association of Military Surgeons, 
Surgeon Taylor says: “In my experience of so-called 
heri-beri in the Navy the majority of cases were among 
officers, either commissioned or warrant. Invariably the 
men were hard drinkers. 
One I remember particularly, because, whenever encour- 


sufferers who were enlisted 
aged in the period of convalescence to leave the compound 
and take exercise he returned to the hospital drunk and 
. suffered an exacerbation of symptoms on the morrow. As 
a rule, however, the enlisted man in the Navy who drinks 
does so rather heavily and at infrequent intervals, be- 
cause each excess is followed by restriction to his ship 
for a period of weeks or months, and that generally 
means an enforced abstention. The officer, on the other 
hand, may drink when and generally where he chooses. 
* * * ‘The officers who acquired what in my opinion 
was alcoholic neuritis belonged to all grades and all corps 
and performed the most varied duties under the most 
dissimilar circumstances, the only constant feature in 
every instance being that the victim used alcohol in some 
Given the baleful influence of a tropical 
climate in creating a distaste for exercise or making it 
difficult to engage in and the fact that prolonged resi- 
dence ‘n the Philippines tends to produce some depres- 
sion of spirits with the inevitable temptation to seek 
solace in the fluids that both cheer and inebriate, given 
all this, I say, the chances are that the drinking was in 
excess of the narrow limits of safety.”

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Major Joseph T. Dickman, 13th Cav., General Staff, 
U.S.A., maintains that, inasmuch as all the great nations 
of the Old World have been forced by considerations of 
economy to adopt the reserve system for their armies, 
the United States may eventually be compelled to do so 
for the same reasons, The experiences of 1898, he 
points out, proved that it is impossible to increase the 
Regular Army to the maximum of 100,000 men promptly 
by recruiting, the fact being that it took three months 
to enlist 25,000 men and even then the Army was not 





filled up, though the war was the most popular in which 
the nation has ever engaged. Our Regular Army cannot 
be mobilized—that is, transferred from a peace footing 
to a war footing—for the simple reason that it has no 
reserve. It can be recruited, but that takes time when 
time is most precious. Discussing the economic aspect 
of this question in an article published in the Journal of 
the Infantry Association, Major Dickman remarks: “If 
our military system be examined from a financial point 
of view some surprising results become apparent. The 
annual appropriations for the Army now average $70,- 
000,000 on which we maintain an enlisted force of be- 
tween 55,000 and 60,000 men. The annual cost, there- 
fore, exceeds $1,000 a man. About 20,000 are honorably 
discharged each year at expiration of term of service. 
Of this number less than half re-enlist; consequently, 
the greater part of the output of our military plant, af- 
ter an expenditure of $3,000 a man, is not further util- 
ized, If a large percentage of the men trained in the 
Regular Army as soldiers could be depended upon to en- 
list in time of war the Government would still receive 
some measure of compensation for its outlay. Unfor- 
tunately, such is not the case. Of the four divisions in- 
spected at Chicamauga Park in the latter part of May, 
1898, only a little over 1 per cent., of the enlisted men 
had previous service in the Regular Army. The charac- 
ter of that service is not known. In General Open- 
heimer’s Texas Volunteer Regiment only one man had 
seen service with the Army. In the volunteer regiments 
sent to the Philippine Islands in 1899 the number of ex- 
Regulars was also very small.’

Major Moses G. Zalinski, Q.M. Dept., U.S.A., who is 
in charge of construction work at Fort Omaha, is evi- 
dently making a thorough job of it. In the course of an 
elaborate article descriptive of this work, the Omaha 
Excelsior says: ‘The new officers’ quarters, which are 
now so near completion that Major Zalinski thinks he 
will be able to turn them over for occupancy within a 
fortnight, are models of perfect construction. Good ma- 
sonry is visible in the fine pressed brick exteriors, fine 
carpentry in the interior woodwork, and the most mod- 
ern of plumbing is being conscientiously installed, The 
artistie mantels and fine oak sideboards sunk into the 
wall, should delight the heart of the officers’ wives, and 
in these comforts lieutenants’ quarters appear to be as 
sumptuously provided as those of the commandant. As 
the stationary sideboard is now approved for all govern- 
ment building, it will be no longer necessary for officers 
to drag heavy wooden sideboards about the country with 
their other furniture. The same exact scrutiny on the 
part of the constructing quartermaster appears to have 
been applied in the hospital and the barracks building. 
The least crack on the face of a bit of porcelain in the 
plumbing causes its rejection. Uncle Sam’s soldiers are 
certainly well-housed and cared for, if not particularly 
well paid, and such barracks as these at Fort Omaha are 
eye-openers to foreign officers, who chance to visit our 
shores, who say that their men neither expect nor receive 
such accommodations.” 
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That no nation can safely formulate and follow a pol- 
icy of naval construction without taking into considera- 
tion the volicies of other powers, was never more forci- 
bly illustrated than in the case of the British battleship 
}readnought. Almost simultaneously with the launching 
of that vessel the United States resolved to build a ship 
of still greater proportions, and now France has decided 
that the first of the six battleships provided for in her 
naval budget of 1905 shall be of the Dreadnought class. 
Unoflicial reports state that this vessel, named the Dan- 
ton, will be built at Brest, and will be the first European 
answer to the adoption of the Dreadnought type by Eng- 
land. The reports say that the Danton is to have a dis- 
placement of 18,000 tons, will develop 22,000 horsepower, 
and is to have a speed of nineteen knots. Her armament 
is to consist of four 12-inch and twelve 9.5-inch guns in 
harbettes, besides sixteen light guns of two different cali- 
Two torpedo turrets are also to be fitted to the ves- 
sel. It will be seen that the Danton will be a totally 
different type of vessel to the Dreadnought so far as gun 
power is concerned. The latest idea among naval au- 
thorities is that for a first-class battleship guns of one 
caliber only are advisable for the main armament, but 
the Danton carries two types. The French naval au- 
thorities have, therefore, been either too prudent or else 
too timid to introduce all those innovations which the 
designers of the Dreadnought have included,

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Brig. Gen. William P, Hall, U.S.A., Military Secre- 
tary’s Department, replying on June 1 to an inquiry 
from Major Samuel J. Fort, ordnance officer, Ist Bri- 
gade, Maryland National Guard, relative to the pistol to 
be used in the National Pistol Match, and the use of the 
gun sling by competitors in other matches, says: “The 
pistol to be used will be Colt or Smith & Wesson, caliber 
38, the barrel six inches in length, trigger pull not less 
than four pounds, and sight similar to that on United 
States service pistols. Slight differences in the handle, 
such as its being checked, made of gutta percha, or square 
in shape, will be no cause for the rejection of the arm. 
The use of the sling as an aid in steadying the piece in 
firing will ke confined to such modifications as are per- 
missible under the wording used under the heading, 
“Strap,” on page 10, G.O. 56, War Department, current 
series; that is, competitors in the National Match will 
be permitted to use the gun sling, one end passed through 





the lower swivel and buttoned, the other passed through 
the middle swivel and a loop formed, with the aid of the 
hook; for use over the arm.” 
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Brig. Gen. Albert L, Mills will probably be relieved 
from duty as Superintendent of the Military Academy 
before next September and assigned to other duty either 
in this country or in the Philippines. He has now served 
some timme longer than the customary tour of duty as Su- 
perintendent of the Military Academy, but was held over 
because of the fact that he had the situation with regard 
to new construction so well in hand that it was not 
deemed advisable to relieve him. Now that the Senate 
has put back in the Military Academy bill the appropria- 
tion of $1,700,000 for continuing the work at the Mili- 
tary Academy, it is thought that General Mills can be 
relieved as Superintendent by some other officer not yet 
definitely selected. It is understood and so stated at the 
War Department that the officer who at present stands 
the best chance of succeeding General Mills as Superin- 
tendent of the Military Academy is Major Hugh L. Scott, 
14th Cav., now on duty in the Philippine Islands. It is 
probable that General Mills’s relief will occur before 
Sept. 1 next. 
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Inasmuch as there is no more talk whatever about the 
ill-advised project to increase the Artillery Corps by 
transferring Cavalry regiments, we cherish the hope that 
the scheme has died and received a decent burial. The 
plan was thoroughly unsound, and its adoption would 
have been a serious injury to the Cavalry arm which, if 
any change is to be made at all, should be increased 
rather than reduced. The project was and to some ex- 
tent still is a matter of deep concern to Army officers, 
most of whom view it with pronounced disfavor. Their 
feeling in this respect is indicated in the following ex- 
tract from a letter to the Army AND Navy Journat 
from an officer stationed jn the Philippines Division: 
“Please keep up a good hard fight against the scheme 
for the transfer of Cavalry regiments to the Artillery. 
The Government had better go out of the soldier business 
rather than do this.”

Secretary of Navy, Washington: Prosecu- 
tion of officers abandoned. Sworn testimony as to out- 
rage now being taken by U.S. Vice Consul, Governor 
of province expresses regret and promises punishment of 
guilty policemen, Papers will be forwarded by mail as 
soon as possible. All marines are now quartered in 
houses at Camp Elliott. Bowyer.” 
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As stated in our last issue, Comdr. Reginald F, Nichol- 
son has been selected by the Secretary of the Navy to 
succeed Comdr, N. I. Usher as detail officer in the Bu- 
reau of Navigation. The latter, who succeeded Com- 
mander Nicholson in that duty, has been selected to com- 
mand the cruiser St. Louis, which will probably be put 
in commission in about two or three months, when the 
change will occur. Since he was relieved by Commander 
Usher, Commander Nicholson has been at sea in com- 
mand of the Tacoma and during the past few months on 
duty in the Bureau of Equipment in the Navy Depart- 
ment. ‘The selection of Commander Nicholson for the 
highly important duties of detail officer in the Bureau of 
Navigation, which he performed so acceptably a few 
years ago, will be highly gratifying to the Navy. 
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Major Gen, Adolphus W. Greely, U.S.A., commanding 
the Pacific Division, is of the opinion that many of the 
0,000 hoineless persons in San Francisco will have to 
be cared for by the publie for at least a year, and with 
that likelihood in view he recommends that temporary 
barracks for their use be erected on property belonging 
to the city. These structures are to be put up by build- 
ing associations under the supervision of the Red Cross 
Society. They are to be rented for a nominal sum, the 
rents to earn not more than 4 per cent. on the invest- 
ment. Each house will accommodate from four to eight 
families, three rooms to be allotted to a family. Common 
cook houses, baths, ete., will be provided for the barrack 
dwellers, 
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When Capt. Robert M. Berry receives his promotion 
next month to the grade of rear admiral he will be as- 
signed to duty as commandant of the Norfolk Navy Yard 
to succeed Rear Admiral P. F. Harrington, who was re- 
cently retired. ‘The exact date cannot now be’ stated 
when Captain Berry will be promoted to the rank of rear 
admiral, as it is possible that some of the rear admirals 
of the nine lower numbers will apply for retirement this 
year under Section 11 of the Personnel Act with ad- 
yanced rank as a rear admiral of the nine higher num- 
bers. In such an event Captain Berry would get the first 
promotion, but otherwise he will not receive his promo- 
tion to flag rank until the retirement in July of Rear 
Admiral R,. B. Bradford, 
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‘The New San Francisco Magazine, a beautiful and in- 
teresting monthly, the first number of which bears date 
of May 1, presents one of the best of all collections of 
pictures illustrative of the ruin wrought by earthquake 
and fire in the California metropolis. It also contains 
numerous descriptive articles by well known persons, in- 
cluding one by Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., 
in the course of which he says: “Few people who were 
not in San Francisco on April 18, 19 or 20 will ever 
fully appreciate the tact, sympathy and patience ex- 
hibited by the officers and men of the Army in dealing 
with the sorely tried people. of this city through the three 
long days and nights of terror. Each man seemed to re- 
alize the enormous strain under which the people were 
living, and tempered his actions to the existing state of 
affairs. On the other side, the spirit and courage of the 
people of San Francisco under adversity commands the 
respect and admiration of the world. Their amenability 
io control was really remarkable, whether at the hands 
of eivil or military officials. Indeed, through the entire 
ordeal there seemed to be an atmosphere of amiability 
sud companionship which made the work of the authori- 
iies very easy in comparison to what it might have been 
had these conditions been reversed. For a few days some 
wild press «lespatches were sent out regarding the num- 
ler of looters shot by the soldiers, but subsequent in- 
vestigation fails to develop a single case of killing by an 
Army trooper. [ do not believe that the local news- 
papers should be blamed for these bloody rumors, as they 
were acting in good faith throughout. They themselves 
have to be governed by reports from different sections, 
and during the rush and chaos of those times had little 
cpportunity to confirm their news items. I was person- 
ally deceived by a number of these fanciful stories: in 
fact, I wired the War Department that a few looters had 
teen shot. The final reports show that two men were 
tilled by State troops—under circumstances with which 
i am not familiar—and one man. was apparently mur- 
dered by a body of so-ealled vigilantes. It is not claimed 
ihat the Regular Army of the United States is made up 
of angelic hosts; nor do Army officers argue that their 
jen are infallible. But they all had a splendid training 
in the school of war and have a highly developed con- 
ception of discipline. One of the surest tests of self- 
discipline is the ability of’ a man to control his desire to 
use a rifle or bayonet, and it is to the credit of the Regu- 
lars who took part in the protection of San Francisco 
that there were no cases of premature firing and no acci- 
dents or misfortunes resulting in loss of life.”

Col. Owen J. Sweet, 28th U.S. Inf., describes the 
Moro of the Sulu archipelago as “brave to fearlessness, a 
orn pirate and essentially a first class fighting man.” 
This estimate of “the fighting man of the Philippines” is 
ubmitted in an article in Harper’s Weekly, in which 
Colonel Sweet says: “The Moro is never happy unless on 
’ marauding expedition and stealing from his neighbors, 
friends and foes alike. The chief who is the most suc- 
cessful thief is the most respected and the most powerful 
among chiefs. Constitutionally indisposed to work of 
any kind, the Moro will do only what is necessary to 
sustain life and support his family from dire want. He 
lives in simplicity. Fish, native fruits, and vegetables, 
together with rice, mainly constitute his diet. He eats 
with his fingers, squatted @ Ja Turk, on the floor. He is 
allowed four wives by the Alkoran, but he nearly always 
has as many as he can support, be the number four or 
fourteen. As a rule, he is obliged to quarter his wives 
in different huts, in order to avoid family quarrels. 
Concubines he has in number according to his taste and 
means. The Moro trades with his neighbors on market- 
days in the various coins of the realm and foreign 
moneys. At other times he is a free ocean-rover, extend- 
ing his trading voyages as far north as the islands of 
Negros and Panay, south to the Celebes and Borneo, and 
westerly to the Palawan. He is the most successful of 
smugglers, and a little act of piracy when chance offers 
goes without mention. ‘The Moro is the most perfect of 
aquatic beings, the most skilled small boat sailor or large 
‘prau’ navigator extant. He can no more drown than can a 
fish. There is no record of a drowned Moro. He can 
dive to the bottom of the sea at depths of from twenty- 
live to one hundred feet for the valuable mother-of-pearl 
shell, and his life is largely lived at sea from infancy. 
Along the coast many of the Moro villages are built over 
ihe water.” 
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Capt. Frank H. Newcomb, U.S.R.C.S., the only com- 
wissioned officer of any service to whom Congress has 
iwarded a gold medal for heroism during the war with 
Spain, is the subject of an appreciative article in the 
oston Herald from which we quote the following: 
“Some day the histories will refer to the sea fight of 
(Cardenas harbor on the afternoon of May 11, 1898, as a 
typical brave, rash exploit of the American seaman. 
They will mention Bagley’s name in sonorous paragraphs, 
lieutenant Bernadou’s name in other sonorous para- 
graphs, and they also will tell of how Lieutenant New- 
comb, commanding officer of the ex-revenue cutter Hud- 
son, a wooden boat, ran in under destructive masked 
hatteries, threw a line to the disabled Winslow, remained 
there in the zone of fire for thirty minutes, and finally 
brought away the Spaniard’s prize in triumph. Then 
they will comment profusely on this peculiarly American 
contempt for shot and shell, and they will hold up to the 
constant attention of future generations the example of 
the deeds of that afternoon. And in their summary of 
the heroes of the war they will mention the names of 
Dewey, Schley, Sampson, Hobson, Newcomb, Bagley. 
Roosevelt, Funston—all these names and others they will 
mention to the everlasting glory of America in war- 
time. Everybody remembers Newcomb when you revive 
his name in the public print. Before the war he was an 
obscure revenue officer, so far as the great mass of citi- 
zens went. But, on the morning of May 12, 1898, the ex- 
cited readers of the exploits in Cardenas harbor, the 
mourners, with the mother of Ensign Bagley, Democrats 
and Republicans, imperialists and anti-imperialists—the 
country—knew the name of Lieut. Frank Newcomb.” 
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It is intended that the Jamestown Exposition shall be 
one of the greatest military and naval celebrations the 
world has ever seen. It will be the drill grounds for the 
soldiers of all nations and the maneuvering place for the 
navies of the whole world. Its police force will be a 


military organization, commanded by a United States 
officer. The military police of the exposition will be 
known as the Pocahontas Guards and will be composed 
of young men of military training and special acquire- 


ments. Most of the members will be selected from the 
young men who have been trained in the military colleges 
of Virginia and neighboring states or in the United 
States Army or Navy or in the National Guards. The 
pay is to be sufficient to induce good men to join. Capt. 
Henry W. Carpenter, U.S. Marine Corps, has been de- 
tailed by the Government to command the Pocahontas 
Guards and has established his headquarters with the 
other exposition officials in the Atlantic Hotel building, 
Norfolk, Va. He is an officer of varied experience and 
an execellent disciplinarian, and is determined to make 
the Pocahontas Guards a well drilled body of men, one 
that the exposition may feel proud of. ‘These guards 
will be located on the exposition grounds in barracks 
erected for the purpose or in a camp on the ground. 
Their duties will be to maintain order on the grounds 
and protect exposition property and to guide and direct 
exposition visitors. The guards will be organized as two 
or more military companies. ‘The subordinate officers 
will be selected by Captain Carpenter from among the 
most efficient and best qualified men in his command. 
They will be paid and equipped by the Exposition Com- 
pany and will be in the exposition services until the close 
of the exposition, Nov. 30, 1907. 
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Speaking of the scores made in the British gun layers’ 
competition, the United Service Gazette says: “These 
scores show a great advancement on last year’s shooting, 
which was much superior to that of 1904. Sufficient is 
known to show that the most gratifying progress is being 
made, though the final tests of our ships’ efficiency in 
gunnery in 1906 will not be disclosed until the result of 
the more severe test of battle practice has taken place, 
which is carried out during the second half of the year, 
the gunlayers’ test taking place before July, whenever 
possible. The latter is a test of the men; while battle 
practice is a test of the efficiency of the ship as a fight- 
ing unit of the fleet, with every officer and man in his 
fighting position, and the guns firing at objects at long 
distances while the ships move at a high rate of speed. 
Less than ten years ago it was no uncommon thing for 
portions of the annual allowance of ammunition, which 
should have been used to improve the shooting of the 
guns’ crews, to be passed out of the port without going 
through the bores of the guns at all. This was done to 
avoid the mess that would be made on the decks, which 
had been holystoned to hound’s-tooth whiteness, and also 
prevent the enameled paint on the ship’s side from being 
soiled with the smoke and dirt caused by the firing of the 
guns. An empty cask, bearing a flag attached to a staff, 
was the target used for such practice as took place, and 
the distance at which this was fired at rarely exceeded 
from 800 to 1,200 yards. An actual hit on this mark was 
rare enough to call forth high praise from the captain to 
the men who, by accident or design accomplished it; ex- 
cept when the captain was in a hurry to finish practice. 
In such an event the destruction of the target brought the 
marksman anything but compliments; and the remainder 
of the ammunition was either tossed over the side or ex- 
pended on the place on the water where the target should 
have been.’

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Col. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Insular Affairs of the War Department, has pre- 
pared and the Government will shortly publish a volume 
in which the history of the Filipino side of the Philip- 
pine insurrection will be told for the first time. The 
matter contained in this work has been taken from more 
than 200,000 documents, most of which were captured by 
American troops in their operations against Aguinaldo 
and his followers, and: these documents disclose in detail 
the organization, purpose and ramifications of the insur- 
rectionary movement. ‘The documents, which include 
many official reports and despatches, are all originals, 
some written in Spanish, some in Tagalog and some in 
various other Philippine dialects. The collection includes 
letters and correspondence between Aguinaldo and his 
leaders during the insurrection, They are in the original 
handwriting of Aguinaldo and his subordinates, and dis- 
close the political ambitions as well as the military plans 
of the deposed leader in his operations against both the 
Spaniards and the Americans. The documents show the 
inception of the insurrectionary movement, and its prog- 
ress up to the time of the capture of Aguinaldo, and 
there are many papers relating to the plans and purposes 
of the natives in various parts of the archipelago. Not 
all of the collection will be printed by the Government. 
Colonel Edwards and his assistants in the Insular Bureau 
have culled from the general collection the most impor- 
tant papers, and have not considered it desirable that all 
the documents be printed at this time. The new publica- 
tion, which will include only documents of greatest im- 
portance, is expected to give a fair opportunity for form- 
ing conclusions respecting the Filipino side of the conflict.

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A patent has been applied for by Chief Yeoman Eu- 
gene Oswald, of the U.S.S. Virginia, on a device for re- 
covering lost or disabled submarines while submerged or 
stranded on the bottom of the sea, without the employ- 
ment of divers. The device consists of a can buoy, which 
ean be released from the inside of the boat, and which 
when released takes with it a hemp line, which is stowed 
in a watertight receptacle under the buoy. This line is 
attached to a wire pendant of sufficient length for any 
ordinary depth of water, and is stowed in such a way on 
the outside of the submarine that it can readily be hauled 
to the surface at the end of the hemp line. The end of 
the wire pendant is fastened into a chain bridle, the ends 
of which are fastened into ringbolts securely riveted to 
iron band around the outside of the hull. Both the wire 
and the chain are of sufficient strength to raise the boat 
to the surface without the loss of time or life. The buoy 
is also so arranged that it can readily be seen either by 
day or night, and another advantage of the invention is 
said to be the fact that communication can be established 
with those below the water through a telephone connec- 
tion attached to the buoy. 














An interesting though somewhat regrettable clash of 
opinion over a question of precedence occurred at a re- 
cent banquet of the Royal Geographical Society in Lon- 
don. Among the guests were the Under Secretary of 
State for War and Admiral Freemantle, of the Navy, who 
were nominated to respond to the toast to the imperial 
forces. For some reason the entertainment committee 
had reversed the usual wording of the toast so that it 
read “The Army and the Navy.” Sir George Goldie, 
who presided, explained that the Army was put first, be- 
cause it was the service with regard to which the country 
was at present most anxious, and because he proposed to 


cail upon the Under Secretary for War to respond. This 
explanation, however, failed to propitiate Admiral Free- 
mantle. When that veteran sailor ruse to respond he de- 
clared with warmth that the Navy was the senior service, 
and that if the Secretary of State for War and a mid- 
shipman were present, the midshipman should be called 
upon first to reply. ‘Some years ago,” proceeded the Ad- 
miral, ‘the same mistake was made at a great public 
dinner at which the Duke of Connaught was chairman. 
I sent a note to his Royal Highness, who immediately 
corrected it, and apologized for the mistake. I must, 
with due deference to your chairman, for whom [I have 
the highest respect decline to make any further reply on 
behalf of the Navy.” With these words, Admiral Free- 
mantle abruptly sat down.

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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

Capt. Merch B. Stewart, 8th U.S. Inf., is the author 
of a capital Army story, “The Nth Foot in War,” 
which is published by the Franklin Hudson Publish- 
ing Company, Kansas City, Mo. It deals with the ex- 
periences of the regiment in Cuba during the Spanish 
War, and so faithfully reproduces the Army atmosphere 
and descrikes so graphically the social and inner life of 
the Army that nobody but one intimately associated with 
them could have written it. The characters are cleverly 
drawn, the descriptions of persons and places are graphic 
in the extreme, and the whole story is told in an easy 
catching style in which humor and pathos are delicately 
blended. 

Another book from the Franklin Hudson Company, 
which is of interest to Army readers, is “Five Years a 
Dragoon,” by Capt. Percival G. Lowe, U.S.A. This work 
contains a series of delightful articles, most of which 
have heretofore been published in the Journal of the 
United States Cavalry Association, and which have at- 
tracted wide attention throughout this and other coun- 
tries. In it is portrayed the life of a dragoon campaign- 
ing on the great plains amongs the wild tribes of In- 
dians from the Missouri River to the Rocky Mountains, 
and from Dakota to Mexico, witnessing the great as- 
semblage of Indians near Fort Laramie in 1851, and on 
the Arkansas in 1853, and having intimate knowledge of 
the Sante Fe Trail in 1852-3-4, 1862, 1872 and 1876. It 
also describes the cholera scourge at Fort Riley in 1855, 
the Kansas War of 1856, the campaign against the Chey- 
enne Indians in 1857, the Mormon War in 1858. Also 
his business career, 1859-61, return to Government trans- 
portation, 1862-3, business career, chaining the Santa Fe 
Trail, filling contracts for furnishing beef cattle to the 
Indians, 1876-7, including, as soldier and citizen, fifty- 
six years of frontier life, commencing in 1849 and ending 
in 19MM). A 

In “A Text-Book of Engineering’ (The Friedenwald 
Company, Baltimore, $4), P.A. Engr. William R. King, 
U.S.N., has produced a work which will prove of great 
value to every student of steam engineering into whose 
hands it may fall. It has been the author’s aim to use 
more simplicity than is usual in the presentation of the 
subjects, but no sacrifice of fundamental principles has 
heen made in any effort to make theory conform to prac- 
tice. Intended primarily as a preparatory course for 
entrance to advanced standing in the engineering courses 
of universities, it is, in addition, a valuable text for the 
student who is deprived of the opportunity of pursuing 
to completion his engineering education. Realizing that 
the essence of engineering science is the solution of 
its problems. the author, with the idea of illustrating the 
subject matter of the book, has placed at the end of near- 
ly every chapter a series of carefully selected problems, 
many of which are original, and numerous typical solu- 
tions are given as guides to correct form and method. 

Hugh Rees, Ltd., London, has published in attractive 
and convenient form an English translation of an im- 
portant study of “The Battle of Mukden,” which orig- 
inally appeared in the Miiitiir Wochenblatt, together with 
eight maps and two appendices, showing the composition 
of the opposing armies. To this matter is added an essay 
on the battle of Mukden by the author of “Development 
of Strategical Science During the Nineteenth Century.” 
The price of the work is six shillings. 

Charles Scribner's Sons, New York, have published 
“The Philippine Experiences of An American Teacher,” 
by William B. Freer, which deserves a place among the 
most valuable works on Philippine conditions and prob- 
lems that have come from American writers. The author's 
purposes—which he has entirely accomplished—are thus 
briefly stated: To help the reader to a better apprecia- 
tion of some desirable traits of Filipino character, to 
emphasize “the unwisdom of granting, at this time, any 
greater degree of self-government than the Filipinos al- 
ready possess.” and to convey a fuller understanding of 
the work that is being done in the public schools to fit the 
people for the eventual exercise of complete autonomy. 

Those who admired the late Joseph Jefferson, whether 
as man or actor, will gladly acknowledge themselves 
deeply indebted to Mr. Francis Wilson for his charming 
volume of reminiscences of his brother star. In this work, 
“Joseph Jefferson” (Charles Scribner’s Sons, New York, 
$2), the author has given us a study of Jefferson's life 
and character, and a fund of incidents and anecdotes 
illustrative of his manner and habit which are little short 
of fascinating. Mr. Wilson has the knack of telling a 
story with all the vivacity of dialogue which is natural 
to an intelligent actor of his experience. The result of 
this method is that the reader gets nearer to Joseph 
Jefferson in Mr. Wilson’s book than in any record of the 
great comedian, except his own Autobiography. In many 
ways this admirable volume supplements the Autobiog- 
raphy, because it gives a point of view that Mr. Jefferson 
could not present in picturing himself. The book is 
particularly entertaining on the subject of Jefferson’s 
recreations—his fondness for fishing, his devotion to 
painting, which he believed was as near to his heart as 
acting, and his fascination in the making of monotypes. 
Whatever he is doing is accompanied with the talk of a 
gentle, humorous soul, glad to express itself to its friends 

an optimist in life to its very close. If any of our 
readers can remember so far back they may reeall the 
genial Jefferson as one of the “barn stormers” who were 
following our Army during the war with Mexico. 

Greatly to the satisfaction of the admirers of “Organi- 
zation and Tactics.” the revisers thereof have, after 
months of patient labor, brought out an up-to-date re- 
vision. The death of the gifted author, Col. Arthur L. 
Wagner, Gen. Staff. at a time when events in the Far 
East were turning the attention of all the thinking 
military men to the changes in tactics wrought by a great 
war seemed almost a calamity, but deplorable as was 
this loss, the selection of others to carry on the labor 
of revision begun by him seems most fortunate. The re- 
sult appears in the seventh edition of the book from the 
press of the Franklin Hudson Publishing Company, and 
without fear of contradiction it may be said it bears the 
imprint of careful study, judicious selection of material 
and painstaking assimilation of divergent views. The 
constant endeavor of the revisers, Captain Craig and 
Lieutenants Brees and Chapman, seems to have been to 
preserve the author's style and smoothness of diction 
while adding and rearranging where changes seemed 
necessary. The rearrangement is quite important; the 
student will notice with satisfaction that the chapters 
referring to the history of each arm are placed at the 
end of the book, and that the subject is brought up-to- 
date, including the Boer and Russo-Japanese wars. Chap- 
ter II., on Organization and Discipline, is new and is 
made to conform to Infantry Drill Regulations and Field 
Service Regulations, new tables on the Division instead 
of the Corps unit basis being inserted, including trans- 
portation, Chapter ILI., on the “Characteristics of the 





Three Arms,” is almost entirely new, and brings up-to- 
date the changes due to modern artillery and smokeless 


powder. The chapters on the individual] characteristics 
of the three arms are much changed, and although the re- 
visers appear to have handled a difficult subject in an 
able manner, it is hardly to be expected that they will 
escape criticism if for no other reason than that they 
all belong to one arm of the Service. In this connec- 
tion, however, it appears that the work has had the bene- 
fit of careful review and discussion by the Department 
of Military Art, and of the Infantry and Cavalry School 
and Staff College. The book is fully indexed and, with 
its new set of questions and handsome topography, should 
resume its former place as an up-to-date military classic.

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THE CALIFORNIA NATIONAL GUARD.

To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In your issue of May 5, 1906 page (996), an article 
appeared in which a citizen is quoted in a press inter- 
view, describing conditions in San Francisco following 
the earthquake of April 18, as saying: ‘‘The Militia got 
drunk and killed people.” If the citizen is correctly 
quoted, I feel it incumbent upon me, in defense of the 
officers and men of the National Guard of California, to 
contradict this statement and to brand it as a malicious 
falsehood. 

Before orders from General Headquarters could reach 
them, the members of the organizations located in San 
Francisco voluntarily assembled at their respective ar- 
mories and under the supervision of their immediate com- 
manding officers proceeded to aid in fighting the flames, 
preventing the commission of depredations and extending 
general relief. Many of these officers and men_per- 
formed this duty in the interest of the public welfare 
whilst their own homes and places of business were burn- 
ing. 

No greater tribute to the high character of those com- 
posing the National Guard can be paid, than to mention 
the fact that a great number of the leading financial, 
mercantile and manufacturing interests have earnestly 
petitioned the release from duty, at the earliest possible 
date, of their employees, in order to enable them to ad- 
just their business affairs. Not only are these interests 
represented by membership in the National Guard, but, 
in addition thereto, every trade and profession. 

It is needless to say that under the trying conditions 
prevailing in San Francisco at that time, men of this 
character would not be found wanting. 

Lest the National Guard be forgotten as to its origin, 
history and position in the national welfare, I take 
pleasure in appending an editorial from the San Francis- 
co Call of April 27, 1906. Appreciating your deep in- 
terest in the welfare of the country’s military forces, and 
thanking you for such consideration as you may accord

The editorial of the Call says in part: ‘The work 
done and still being done by the militia, the National 
Guard of California, will be long and gratefully remem- 
tered by the people of San Francisco and the State. In 
the National Guard is an esprit de corps as high as that 
in any regular army. The Guards enlist from patriotic 
motives only. They give the time and strength neces- 
sary to the maintenance of organization, and when or- 
dered to duty they obey at any personal sacrifice. In the 
emergency that fell upon San Francisco the National 
Guard was immediately indispensable. It was a situa- 
tion quite beyond the police. The regulars within in- 
stant reach were few. The warships were at a distance 
with their bluejackets. But Governor Pardee and Ad- 
jutant General Lauck at once threw the National Guard 
into the streets of the city, and there, facing all the risk 
of a battle, and more, doing all duty and more, for they 
inanned engines and fought fire, the militia preserved 
order, restrained the prowling and dishonest, succored 
and protected the fire refugees and held the situation in 
hand unii] the augmentation of the Regular forces. The 
National Guards were at once soldiers, firemen, doctors. 
nurses and purveyors of food to the hungry. Attempts 
have been made to discredit them and their service, but 
Governor Pardee found groundless the accusations 
against thera. Suppose that there had been nothing in 
San Francisco to represent order, no force capable of 
compelling obedience, it is easy to see that anarchy would 
have been added to the conflagration. The National 
Guard supplied its share of the order-compelling force. 
and the whole Siate will applaud Governor Pardee and 
his adjutant general for standing by the National Guard.

SQUARE PEGS AND ROUND HOLES. 
To TIlE EpItor OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In a recent number of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
appears the statement that Genera] Bell intends that 
officers who are best qualified for any particular assign- 
ment or detail shall receive such assignment to duty. 
There is also mentioned a criticism by General Bell of 
the action of an officer who desired to accept a college de- 
tail for purely personal reasons. 

An explanation of the attitude of the officer in the 
matter might le that his way of considering the question 
of the detail is a natural consequence of the previous 
policy of the War Department in such matters. The 
fitness of an officer for a particular assignment has, in 
general, apparently not been a consideration in making 
assignments heretofore. Officers of Artillery, who were 
not well fitted for mounted service, have in many cases 
heen assigned to field artillery, in some cases on their 
own application, in others against their strongly ex- 
pressed wish. Officers have been detailed as instructors 
in departments at the Military Academy without any 
consideration of their qualifications to instruct in the 
particular department to which assigned, and without 
consulting their wishes in the matter. Other examples 
might be mentioned. I believe it was Montaigne who 
said, ‘An expert calculator was needed, a dancing master 
was selected.” 

Such a policy would not tend to make officers consider 
that fitness for a position was a matter to be cons‘dered 
in accepting a detail. General Bell will certainly do the 
service a great benefit by adopting a policy different from 
that which has exisied in making assignments. 

A person is more likely to do well that which he takes 
pleasure in doing than that which he finds it irksome to 
«co. Officers’ wishes ought to he consulted in the matter 
of special details. ‘That this should be the only consid- 
eration, however, is not asserted, because officers have 
sought details to dutv which they were not well fitted to 
perform. On the other hand, it may be asserted that if 





‘an officer has a special dislike for a particular duty, he 





is not likely to perform that duty as efficiently as another 
to whom that duty is a pleasure. This, moreover, is not 
a question of consulting the personal convenience of an 
officer, but of getting the best results. 
SPECIALIST. 
A PLEA FOR DENTAL SURGEONS. 

In a paper read before the National Dental Associa- 
tion at Buffalo, N.Y., Dr. Oliver said: 

“Tt is believed that the time has arrived when pro- 
vision should be made to reorganize the dental corps with 
commissioned status of three grades in the permanent 
establishment of the Army. Such a reorganization could 
be effected with less than the present expense of the 
corps, which at the last appropriation figured $56,160 
annually, and would result in untold benefits to the corps, 
as it would then be a means of attracting the very 
best professional talent from the better class of young 
practitioners. It would insure a future for its members 
by giving them rank and pay commensurate with the 
dignity of their profession and their status as professional 
men, and more nearly in proportion to the value of 
their service as specialists. It would be a stimulus for 
them to render their best service to the Government, 
and would greatly assist in maintaining a high degree of 
efficiency and esprit de corps. would tend to elevate the 
official status, socia] standing, and self-respect of its mem- 
bers, giving them a justifiable pride in the new specialty, 
and create a spirit of contentment and satisfaction in 
the individual membership of the corps, without which 
any organization has its limitations of efficiency. The 
corps has enjoyed the reputation of having a notabie 
degree of professional talent. This is largely due to 
the established high standard for qualification demande! 
by the examining board, and also the class of professions! 
men who were originatly admitted to the corps, all of 
whom joined with the expectation of finally becoming a 
part of the permanent establishment of the Army, obtain- 
ing thereby an assured and honorable position during ac- 
tive life with ample provision for the future. 

“The majority of dental surgeons who have been on 
duty in the division of the Philippines are beginning to 
inanifest a spirit of unrest and discontent at the present 
contract status. If this is not changed it will result 
in the corps losing a large number of those desirable 
young men of highest qualifications who cannot afford to 
remain stationary in a_ position which does not hold 
other inducements for the future than a continuation of 
this inferiority. The result then will be that the only class 
of men who will be attracted by a contract status wil! 
he those of roving disposition who may care to see some 
of the world in traveling to and from our insular posses- 
sions—men who have no intention of Staying in the 
Service more than a year or two, with no inclination to 
make a study of military dental surgery for the better 
ment of the new specialty, or with any ideas of familiar- 
izing themselves with the customs of the Service or its 
voluminous record and paper work. It, therefore, de- 
volves unon this association, the natural mother of ow 
Army Dental Corps, to take up the matter of legislation 
for the hetterment of its offsprings and the just military 
recognition of our veloved profession 

“What is urgently required is a permanent reorganiza- 
tion of the corps upon a graded commissioned basis, so 
that there may be some future held out to the successful 
and etiicient dental surgeon—-a future in which he may 
progress in rank through promotion; where he may be 
siven the privilege of the Jongevity pay accruing from his 
length of service; where he may be allowed the accus- 
tomed ten per cent. foreign pay equally with all officers 
of the Army; where there may be a certainty of con- 
tinuous service while his health and efficiency hold good ; 
where in case he is disqualified from further active prac 
tice on account of injuries or sickness contracted in line 
of duty he may receive the proper and customary atten- 
tion, and in case of death, his family may obtain suitable 
pension; where, after he has reached the age limit, fixed 
by law at sixty-four years, he may retire upon two-thirds 
of his pay for the work he has done and the service he 
has rendered to his country in the performance of his 
military professional duties: where he may enjoy the 
social distinction of a post without reserve and without 
feeling of humility, and can appear like the rest of the 
officers at the various functions, formal and informal, 
and at various military ceremonies can feel and act like 
an officer and a gentleman. The dignity of our profes- 
sion demands that something be done for this corps, 
equitable and just measure for which all can work, put- 
ting forth their best efforts towards its early enactment 
before the corps loses any more of its more desirable men 
than the three who have recently resigned.”

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SUGGESTION BY AN ENLISTED MAN. 
Camp Stotsenberg, P.I.. April 3, 1906. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

May I suggest, first. that the period of enlistment in 
the Army be for seven years, instead of for three years. 
As it takes three years to train a soldier the Government 
would have four years’ of benefit out of the soldier, and 
every Tom, Dick and Harry would not enlist and the Gov- 
ernment would get men; second, that a private’s pay be 
increased to $15 per month, with the present continuous 
pay allowances, and the twenty per cent. foreign service 
pay, and the period of foreign service term be increased 
to five years, instead of two years. Above all things, 
restore the post canteen. Here in the Philippines of the 
sickness four-fifths is caused by the native drinks. If 
the men had the canteen they would not drink so much at 
once. After three enlistments, which would be twenty- 
one years, the remaining nine years required for retire- 
ment, place him on the basis as suggested for the coast 
reserve guard. Give him one-third of his pay at comple- 
tion of his twenty-one years’ service in time of peace, 
and Jet him report for one month for the field maneuvers 
every year: September would be the best month. In 
time we would have a constant strength of 50,000 coast 
recerve, and the standing Army would be increased to 
100,000 men in time of peace. The time is drawing near 
when all nations will be at war with one another, and 
we must have competent men to save our country. There 
are four great nations waiting for a chance to get at us 
and are watching our weak points daily, though they 
seem friendly because they have to be so. The soldier's 
pay should be, private, $15 per month; corporal, $20: 
sergeant. $25; first sergeant, $30; color sergeant and 
sergeant major, $35; post non-commissioned staff, $50. 
All appointments should be made after an examination by 
a board of not less than three commissioned officers. 
Examination should be as follows: Fifty per cent. should 
be allowed for field or extended order drill; thirty for 
conduct, and twenty for garrison duty.

Benjamin F; Truebleoed, LL.D., of Boston, Secretary 
of the Amé@ricdan Péace Society, at the Lake Mohonk Con- 
ference Or [it@*national Arbitration, summing up the 
jeac® work of the yedi, said: ‘Two more of the powers 
signatery of the Hague Conventién, namely, China and 
Persia; liavé ratified the treaty and appointed repre- 
sentatives in the Hague Court: The former distinguished 
(iiinésé ambassador té tlie United States, Wu Ting Faiig, 
has been made a member of thie Court. Norway also, 
sine® ler séparation from Sweden, has named two ifem: 
pers of tl® Court: The total number of judges in the 
tribunal at the présént time is seventy-eight, represent- 
ing. twént¥-fivé powérs. Of the sighatories, only Turkey 
and Monténegro still rémdiii 6ut: Otily ene interna- 
tional coutroversy lias beén adjustéd by the Court during 
the year, namely, that between Great Britian atid F¥aiice 
over their respective treaty rights in the territory of the 
Sultan df Museat. 

“[t wis announeed at the opening of our conference 
jievée last year that the tétal number of treaties of obliga- 
tory arbitratién signéd uj té that time was thirty. Four- 
wen ftirther treatiés have been con¢luded during the year, 
bringing the ntimbér up to forty-four, exelusive of the 
eleyén tr€aties signéd by the late Secretaiy of State Hay, 
which nodw sliimbér in. thie archives of the State Depart- 
ment. Of thes€ trédties, Gréat Britian is party to ten, 
France t6é sevén, Gérmaiiy t6 oné, Ifaly six, Austria- 
{lungary fivé, Russia tliree, Spain five, Norway eight, 
Swédén eight; Switzerland seven, Portugal seven, the 
Netherlands four, Dénmark seven, Belgitim seven, 
Roumania oné; aiid of the South American states, Colom- 
bia to oné; and Péru, Brazil, Chile and the Argentine Re- 
publié to two each. All of the Eurépéan treaties stipu- 
late réferencé of disputes to the Hague Court. This is 
not trué of, thé South Américan treaties, the contracting 
states in thése instanées not being partiés to the ¢on- 
vention under which tle Hague Court was establislied. 
(f these forty-four treaties, those between Denmark and 
the Netherlands and Denmark and Italy are without 
limitation. They refer all classés of controversies for all 
time to the Hague Court. They constituté; therefore, the 
high water mark of the arbitration movement. Nodrway 
and Sweden, since their separation last autumn, lave 
concluded an arbitration treaty to run for ten years, 
which is in one respect unique and worthy to be men- 
tioned along with the two unlimited treaties just re- 
ferred to. This treaty, like most of the others, excludes 


from its operation questions affecting vital interests 
and national honor. It provides, however, that in 
case either government should consider any dispute 


arising between them to affect its honor or its vital inter- 
ests, this question itself shall be referred to the Hague 
Court. 

“Gutside of the Hague Court there has been nothing 
important in the way of arbitration. A few commission- 
cvs for the adjustment of claims and for the delineation 
of béeundaries have been at work completing their labors. 
llereafte® there will rarely be occasion for the arbitra- 
‘on of botindary disputes, as most of the boundary lines 
which have given rise to so many prominent controversies 
in the past have already been determined.”

On the strength of a report submitted by Capt. Seth 
M. Ackley, U.S.N., Senator Hale, chairman of the Senate 
(‘ommittee on Naval Affairs, declares that Olongapo will 
not be chosen as the site for the projected naval base in 
the Philippines. ‘Captain Ackley’s report,” says the 
Senator in a despatch published in the New York Herald, 
“is the only accurate and reliable information we have had 
oncerning Ulongapo, and this shows very conclusively 
hat it is not suitable for the purpose of a naval station. 
Captain Ackley not only shows the seriousness of the 
problem presented in the proposed control of the Santa 
Rita River, but he shows that the filling in of the great 
mangrove swamps, on which all the larger constructions 
of the mechanical part of the yard will have to be lo- 
cated, is not only a long and expensive operation, but a 
rious one. With regard to the Dewey dock, I assume 
she will have to he placed at Cavite. All the testimony 
of value which I have been able to gather seems to point 
conclusively against the experiment of making a naval 
<tation at Olongapo.” It is said that Senator Hale’s state- 
ment is regarded in Navy cireles as an attack upon the 
Navy Department and particularly upon the Navy Gen- 
‘val Board. There have been three reports by boards of 
officers upon the question of sites for the naval base in 
the Ph'lippines, two of which are known to have declared 
in favor of Clongapo, while the third, which has never 
been published, is believed to have taken the same view. 
Moreover, Admiral Dewey, president of the General 
lsoard, in a statement to the House Committee on Naval 
\ffairs two vears ago, said: “After giving the subject 
1 good deal of study I am convinced that Subig Bay-—- 
Olongapo—is the one place in the Philippines for a naval 
base It is the situation best adapted for a naval base, 
a naval coaling station and a navy yard. The bay can be 
easily defended. The point selected for the navy yard, 
which had also been selected by the Spanish government, 
is an ideal spot. My idea would be simply to send there 
the floating drydoeck which is being built for the Philip- 
pines, put some coal there and ask the army to mount a 
few guns at the entrance, and then we have our naval 
base.’ Admiral Dewey said a battleship could not get 
within two miles of Cavite and the opening of Manila 
Bay was so wide it would be impossible to defend it by 
land fortifications alone, while in the case of Subig Bay 
an island in the center of the mouth of the bay afforded 
excellent opportunity for defense. 
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Captain Earl C. Carnahan, Pay Dept., U.S.A., makes 
the interesting suggestion that enlisted men of the Army 
he paid more frequently and that they be permitted to 
deposit money with the paymaster in sums of less than 
five dollars. ‘‘Men such as soldiers ordinarily are.’ says 
Captain Carnahan, in the Journal of the Military Service 
Institution, “when paid at long intervals, and without 
fumily ties or other sense of direct personal responsibility, 
except to themselves, and with their employment fairly 
secure, are more apt to spend their money as quickly as 
possible in vicious pleasure or riotous living and get into 
periodical trouble than if paid at shorter intervals. The 
money quickly spent, there follows a period of either 
famine or borrowing or selling clothing or something 
worse. Discontent is the hand-maid of all these things 
and violation is the frequent companion of discontent. 
¥f the men are paid more frequently they will always 
have a little money of their own and be more on a level 
with men of their average class in civil life, who are 
paid more freeyently and nsually haye # little money at 


all times. ‘Then if he wishes to take his sweetheart to 
a dance, the theater or for a car fide, or for any other 
purpose needs a little change, the soldier will not have 
to borrow at ruinous rates, or be tempted to sell his 
clothing. ‘The aan with money in his pocket, be the 
timount ever so small, has a greater sense of responsi- 
hilty, feels more of a free agent and has a better opinion 
of himself than one who habitually has none. Some 
may think that this would result in three derangements 
of garrison peace and routine each month instead of one 
as now, but it is believed quite the contrary would be 
the case, With more familiarity with money would 
come more prtidence in its use. The further advantage 
would be gained of not placing in the hands of certain 
classes of men suflicient money at one time to buy a 
long enough railread ride to enable them to desert. Thus 
violations of this Class would be reduced; for certain it 
is that some men desert sitnply because they have enough 
to buy, a fairly long ride and have a few dollars left at 
its end.”

to stay in the Service, On Saturday, June 9, there will 
be a reception by Col. George A. Barnett at the Marine 
Barracks, Washington, in the morning; an automobile 
tour of Washington in the afternoon, and a dinner at the 
Arlington hotel in the evening. At the dinner “John Paul 
Jones” cigars will be served. On Sunday, June 10,: the 
program includes a cruise down the Potomac on the des- 
patchboat Dolphin, and dinner that evening at the Chevy 
Chase Club, by Congressman John W. Weeks, of Massa- 
chusetts, a member of the class. On Monday the visitors 
will go to Annapolis. In the armory there in the fore- 
noon a portrait of John Paul Jones, painted by Miss Ce- 
cilia Beaux, of Philadelphia, will be presented to the 
Naval Academy, and in the evening the class of ’81 will 
attend the graduates’ dinner. 
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Secretary of State Root, who is going around South 
America on the cruiser Charleston, commanded by Comdr. 
Cameron MeR, Winslow, will leave the United States on 
July 7. It is expected that the Charleston, which is des- 
tined for duty on the Pacific Station, will get Mr. Root 
to Rio Janeiro on July 23, two days following the open- 
ing of the Pan-American Conference, one of the principal 
objects of Mr. Root’s long trip. After a stay of twelve 
days in Rio the Charleston will proceed south, stopping 
at Buenos Aires, Montevideo, and then on around to the 
West coast, stopping at most of the principal ports; and 
then to Panama. Here Mr. Root will leave the Charles- 
ton. Crossing the isthmus he will take a Government 
steamer from Colon to New York. Mr. Root will be ac- 
companied by Mrs. Root and Miss Root. The State De- 
partment took occasion to deny, on June 7, that the 
Charleston is being extensively altered to accommodate 
Mr. Root. A few changes are being made, but none of 
great importance.

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An interesting feature of the fifty-seventh annual 
meeting of the American Medical Association, which be- 
gan at Boston, Mass., June 4, was the U.S. Army hos- 
pital camp, consisting of twenty-seven large tents in 
which were exhibited the devices and methods of con- 
ducting Army hospital work, and twenty-six small tents 
for the men. The camp consisted of a detachment of 
Co. A, of the U.S. Army General Hospital Corps, of 
Washington Barracks, Washington, D.C., in command 
of Surgs. B. H. Dutcher and C. E. Koerper, U.S.A. 
There were six non-commissioned officers and thirty 
men. In the large tents it was shown how Army hos- 
pital work is conducted in the field, the field furniture, 
the method of administration and keeping records. Then 
there was the operating room, the apparatus in use, in- 
cluding the acetelyne light, the sterilizing apparatus for 
both water and milk, ete. 
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The location of the Jamestown Exposition grounds is 
on Hampton Roads at Sewell’s Point, about five miles 
or twenty minutes’ trolley ride from the city of Nor- 
folk, Va. The grounds are practically bordering on the 
city limits of Norfolk and adjacent to them are the 
cities of Portsmouth and Newport News, and just across 
Hampton Roads is Old Point Comfort and Fortress 
Monroe. The exposition is not to be held on Jamestown 
Island, but it has been suggested, as was recently noted, 
that the War Department might add to the interest of 
the exposition by arming with old smooth-bore guns the 
three old Confederate forts on Jamestown Island. — It 
is not believed there would be any objections raised by 
the owners of the island, as it appears that it is the 
property of Lieut. James P. Barney, 8th Cay., and his 
mother.

The recruiting forces of the Bureau of Navigation 
have brought the total of enlisted men up to about 
323.000. This is 4.000 less than the number authorized. 
After the beginning of the fiscal year funds will be 
available for a more extensive campaign throughout 
the country for recruits, and it is expected that large 
numbers will be added to the enlisted personnel, The 





greatest difficulty in sending out recruiting parties, how- 
ever, is that officers cannot be spared to take charge of 
such parties.

Col. Stephen P. Jocelyn, 14th U.S. Inf., selected to be 
a brigadier general, to succeed Brig. Gen. James A. 
Buchanan, retired May 31 at his own request, is the 
senior Infantry colonel. He entered the Volunteer ser- 
vice as a private in the 6th Vermont Infantry in August, 
1863, and was discharged in July, 1864.

Col. Walter T. Duggan, Ist U.S. Inf., selected for 
appointment as brigadier general upon the retirement 
of Gen. Frank D. Baldwin, is a veteran of the Civil 
War, and fourth senior colonel of Infantry. He was 
born in the Isle of Man, April 11, 1848, and entered the 
Volunteer service as a private in the 5th Wisconsin In- 
fantry, June 13, 1861, being discharged in August, 1863.

NAVY. 

Rear Admiral Purnell F. Harrington, U.S.N., retired 
for age on June 6, was born at Dover, Del., June 6, 
1844. {le was appointed a midshipman Sept. 10, 1861. 
and promoted to ensign in Oct., 1863, being ordered to 
the Ticonderoga, He was attached to the Monongahela of 
the West Gulf Blockading Squadron 1864-5. While 
on that vessel he took part in the battle of Mobile Bay, 
and in all the operations against the rebel forces at the 
entrance of Mobile Bay during the summer of 1864.

She came back with the returning sea 
and was left on a coral reef on the water's edge. Five 
of the crew were lost, but no very serious injury was 
sustained by the vessel. The officers and crew remained 
hy the ship and she was launched on May 10, 1868. 
Near-Admiral Harrington, among other assignments, has 
served on the California, Pensacola, Hartford, Dale. 
Juniata, Constellation, Yorktown and Terror, and at the 
Naval Academy. He was in command of the Puritan 
from March until June, 1898, taking part in the blockade 
of the Cuban coast and the action at the Matanzas forts. 
He was commissioned commander in 1881, captain in 
1885, and Rear Admiral in 1903. He was captain of 
the Portsmouth yard from 1899 until 1902, was on duty 
in the New York yard in 1903, and has been in Norfolk 
since March, 1903. His administration has been most 
effective and popular, and he will relinquish his duties on 
July 7 next, to the regret of many. He will remain on 
duty until the last named date by order of the Navy De- 
partment, and will then proceed to Jamestown, Va., as 
neted in our Navy orders of last week. 

Comdr. J. H. Bull, U.S.N., promoted captain May 26, 
was born in Pennsylvania, June 13, 1852. and after 
attending Wyer’s Military Academy was appointed a 
midshipman and entered the Naval Academy July 25 
1866. After graduating in 1870, he was assigned to duty 
” — roe storeship Guard and was in the fishing 
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torpedo station, Newport, R.I., and on the Wachusett, 
Franklin, Powhatan, Dale, Mohican, Marion, Monocacy, 
Alliance, Montgomery, Monterey and other vessels. He 
was instructor of ordnance end gunnery at the Naval 
Academy from October, 1882, to June, 1885, and among 
other assignments served as executive officer of the 
Nicaraguan Canal Expedition, September, 1897, to 
April 18, 1898. His last assignment to duty was as 
senior member of the board of inspection and survey at 
Norfolk, Va.

Leiut. Col. James McMillan, U.S.A., retired, died at 
iis residence, 8 Cook Place, Washington, D.C., June 1.

He received the brevet of major 
March 30, 1865, for meritorious and faithful services in 
ihe recruitment of the armies of the United States. After 
the war among other duties he was in command of the 
troops in Washington, D.C., July 22-26, 1877, and also 
iook part in quelling the railroad disturbances in Penn- 
-vlvania in July and October of the same year. He was 
on frontier at San Antonio from December, 1877, to 
\pril, 1879, and was on sick leave from the latter date 
'o June 26, 1882, when he was retired for disability inci- 
dent to the Service. He was advanced to lieutenant colo- 
uel on the retire: list April 23, 1904. 

A classmate at the Military Academy sends the follow- 
ing tribute to Colonel MeMillan: 

“There are few living of the class which entered West 
Point fifty-four years ago this June. They were prac- 
tically immortal then and little did they reckon of death 
and sorrow. The Cadet Commissary was a dirty little 
tore standing down the hill about where the post-office 
is.to-day. hither an awe-struck plebe made his way, 
homseick, lonely, friendless, there to get one bucket, one 
asin, one broom, one cocoanut dipper, one blanket and 
iumerous other things which he was to pile on his back 
\o be ‘toted’ up hill to the barracks. He received a small 
leather covered book in ‘Account Current with the Treas- 
iver of the Military Academy.’ On the fly leaf was writ- 
ten: ‘June 9, 1852. Received from Cadet ,— 
dollars; for Lieut. R. S. Smith, J. O’Maher.’ And the 
irst entry in the book read: ‘June 9. This book, $0.40; 
| chair, $2; 1 candle-stick, $0.44; 1 lb. candles, $0.44; 
ind so on for fifteen different items on that one date. 

“In the store was a previous arrival, likewise being 
oaded down; another plebe, not quite so wretched, for 
he had his grown up brother there, who had come down 
‘rom the old homestead to encourage the lad. From the 
ery first the fine young face beamed kindly upon the 
ater arrival with assurance of sympathy in boyish mis- 
ery and offering to share in the comfort which came from 
he presence of the older brother. When old O’Maher 
sked for the name a pleasant voice answered: ‘James 
\IeMillan.’ That face and that name became perhaps 
he best liked in all that class. The frank, warm greet- 
ing and the kind, gentle interest in the antecedents of his 
new classmate were typical and characterized the whole 
life of the man. 

“There was a delicious droll humor which shone in 
the gentle gray eyes and there was keen perception, too, 
hut an assurance that one’s perfect trust was safe there. 
As acquaintance ripened into friendship a true poetic na- 
ture was revealed in exquisite choice in music, in perfect 
taste in art. This was readily recognized by the famous 
Whistler, who was in the Corps then, and by Professor 
Weir, who used to think the whole object of the depart- 
ment of drawing was to make artists of the cadets. And 
old Professor Agnel, who loved his violin, also loved the 
lad who had such a true ear. 

“As the boy developed into the man warm affection 
took on greater scope: and character, naturally broad, 
grew larger still and there came a time when a narrow 
nature, brought into contact, would be uncomfortable and 
would visibly curl and shrivel and seek early selease 
from his society. Yet there was nothing of the cynic in 
the gentle face, or in the speech, albeit the intellect was 
keen and by no means unaware of the weakness of oth- 
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ers; but never was such knowledge made manifest or 
cutting unless provoked by injustice, and then it was 
sharper than the serpent’s tooth. 

“He would never obtrude his views; he would never 
make his interests the prime consideration, He was ever 
ready to listen with sympathy. He never refused coun- 
sel where it was frankly sought and many found that his 
advice was sound. He as a youth had been wonderfully 
fleet of foot, yet few knew it; self-assertion was marked 
by its absence. Perhaps had there been more of asser- 
tion there had been less of the indifference to affairs 
which developed from the life of an invalid. 

“He was always a philosopher with calm, quiet accept- 
ance of circumstance, and when ill health became habit- 
ual he was resigned and patient, and when all the beauty 
of this world’s light and shade and color, so dear to his 
artist soul, faded from his sight, the blind eyes turned 
in mute appeal but with no regretful tear. 

“The weary, dark years are past now and the kindly 
light leads on at last. 

“Rest well, dear friend. 
How the whole class loved you! 

“Gaston, Cutler, Snyder, Baily, Sanders, Joe Taylor, 
Poe, Sprigg, Carroll, Fitz Lee and all who have crossed 
over before are standing on the shore to welcome you.”

CIRCULAR 29, MAY 31, 1906, WAR DEPT. 

The following decisions are published to the Army for the 
information and guidance of all concerned: 

1. Carrying the blanket roll and individual intrenching tool 
in skirmish firing—In making skirmish runs as _ prescribed 
n Par. 6, G.O. 44, W.D., March 1, 1906, the blanket roll will 
not be removed from the person, but such assistance in firing 


s may be obtained from the roll without removing it from 


the person or violating prescribed rules is permissible. 

The individual intrenching tool will not be carried in skir- 
aish firing during the current target year.—(Decision Acting 
secretary War, April 30, 1906.) ‘ 

2. Exemption from examination for promotion.—Any officer 
»xamined for promotion subsequently to the publication of G.O. 
No. 140, W.D., Aug. 19, 1905, who was graduated from the In- 
fantry and Cavalry School prior to that date and who obtained 
he percentages prescribed in said order for qualifications as 
honor graduate,” ‘distinguished graduate,” or ‘graduate,’’ is 
xempted from examination for promotion for five years, three 
nd one-half years, or two years, according to the class to 
vhich he belongs, if examined within the period specified for 
his class beginning at the date of graduation.—(Decision Act- 
ing Secretary of War, May 2, 1906.) 

3. Relative rank and precedence of assistant surgeons.—In 
\ceordance with an opinion of the Judge Advocate General, the 
following rules are established to govern the matter of rank and 
precedence of assistant surgeons serving with officers of other 
corps or arms of the Service: 

In cases where two or more assistant surgeons are serving 
with mixed commands on duty solely relating to their functions 
ind responsibilities as medical officers, or on boards composed 
if medical officers only, they are entitled to precedence in rank, 
is between themselves, in accordance with the dates of their 
spective appointments in the Medical Department, in conformity 
with a requirement in an act of Congress approved July 5, 1884. 
In accordance with this rule the senior assistant surgeon by date 
f commission on duty at a military post will, in the absence 
1f a medical officer senior to him in grade, be entitled to be 
recognized as surgeon of the post. This rule of precedence will 
ilso apply as between two or more assistant surgeons serving on 
i mixed board where their duties are confined solely to medical 
examination, or are such as properly pertain to medical officers 
only. 

At posts or stations at which officers of different arms or 
corps are serving assistant surgeons will, in the selection of 
quarters, and in all other matters affecting privileges based on 
rank alone, without regard to corps or arm of Service, or the 
character of duties, be entitled to precedence as between them- 
selves, and as between themselves and all other officers, in ac- 
cordance with their Army rank as shown in the relative rank 
list. This rule of precedence will also govern when assistant 
surgeons are detailed as members of courts or boards on which 
their duties are not confined to those strictly appertaining to 
medical officers.—(Decision Assistant Secretary War, May 7, 
1906. 

4, nr examinations for appointment to grade of sec- 
ond lieutenant.—Par. 31, Army Regulations, as amended by 
Par. I, G.O. 53, W.D., March 15, 1906, limiting the number 
of preliminary examinations to be accorded to enlisted appli- 
cants for appointment to the grade of second lieutenant in the 
Army, does not apply to preliminary examinations held before 
the date of publication of said amendment.—(Decision Assist- 
ant Secretary War, May 7, 1906.) 

5. Information to be incorporated in fort record book.— 
See. 17, Par. I, Artillery Memorandum, No. 1, W.D., Jan. 10, 
1906, is construed as not requiring any information relative to 
the names, designations, and periods of service of former com- 
manders and garrisons not obtainable from the records of the 
post to be incorporated in any fort record book.—(Decision Sec- 
retary War, May 8, 1906.) 

6. Appurtenances of bake ovens furnished by the Subsistence 
Department.—Par, 331, Army Regulations, as amended by Par, 
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I, G.O. 76, W.D., April 15, 1906, is construed to include in the 
appurtenances of bake ovens to be furnished by the Subsistence 
Department dough troughs, bake pans, firing tools for the ovens, 
proof racks, kneading tables, dough mixers, brooms, brushes, 
buckets, thermometers or pyrometers, and all other machinery 
and appliances needed for baking bread. The Quartermaster’s 
Department will, however, continue to have charge of the erection 
of the bakery buildings, including the plumbing, heating, and 
lighting fixtures used therein.—(Decision Assistant Secretary 


. War, May 12, 1906.) 


7. Payment of reward for arrest of a deserter who deserted 
during Philippine insurrection.—An enlisted man who deserted 
in the Philippine Islands prior to July 4, 1902, the date of the 
proclamation of the President declaring the insurrection against 
the authority and sovereignty of the United States at an end, 
deserted in time of war, and cannot, therefore, successfully 
plead the statue of limitation in bar of trial for desertion, as that 
statute applies only to desertions in time of peace. The author- 
ized reward is payable for the apprehension and delivery of such 
a deserter.—(Opinion Judge Advocate General, concurred in 
by Acting Secretary War, May 17, 1906.) 

8. Staff corps detail, expiration of, in case of promotion of 
detailed officer.—Hereafter, when any officer serving under de- 
tail in any staff department or corps under the provisions of 
Sec. 26 of an act of Congress approved Feb. 2, 1901, shall be- 
come entitled to promotion in the line of the Army, he will be 
immediately relieved from such detail, in order that his successor 
in the staff department or corps may be detailed and the result- 
ing — effected.— (Decision Acting Secretary War, May

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THE SEVEN BRIGADE CAMPS. 

Notwithstanding statements made to the contrary, the 
War Department is well pleased with the answers that 
have been received from the States and Territories asked 
to participate in the maneuvers to be held this summer 
at the seven brigade camps. This entire matter of the 
nneuvers at these camps has been managed from the 
beginning by Assistant Secretary of War Robert Shaw 
Oliver, who has conducted all of the correspondence with 
the Adjutants General of the various States and laid 
down the plan for the instruction to be given at the vari- 
ous camps, 

“IT am greatly pleased and gratified,’ said General Oli- 
yer this week to our representative in Washington, ‘with 
the responses I have received to my letters inviting the 
participation of the militia of the various States and 
Territories in the exercises to be held at the seven bri- 
gade camps, The invitation of the War Department has 
been most cordially received by every State and Terri- 
tory without exception, and I am greatly gratified at the 
results. It is true that Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, 
Kentucky, Minnesota, Colorado, California, Maine, New 
}iampshire and Rhode Island will not send troops to the 
brigade camps, but this is due solely to the fact that our 
invitations went out at such a late date that these States 
had already made their plans for their State encamp- 
ments and I personally advised them not to disarrange 
their plans and send troops to our big camps. 

“he answers I received, however, from these States 
which will not participate show conclusively that it is 
po. because of any lack of interest in our scheme, but be- 
cise our invitations went out too late. For instance, 
here is what the Adjutant General of Massachusetts says 
in his letter to us: ‘To his (the Governor's) regret, he 
finds that under existing conditions such participation 
du:ing the season now at hand will be impracticable, for 
the reason that orders have been issued and the requisite 
arrangements made for the encampments and field exer- 
cises of the militia at various dates, commencing as early 
as June 9. He directs me to add that he is most heartily 
in favor of the closest possible association between troops 
of the Regular and Volunteer establishments, and would 
gladly have ordered a part or the whole of the militia of 
the Commonwealth to participate in the proposed joint 
meneuvers had sufficiently early notice thereof been re- 
ceived. Under the peculiar conditions existing in the 
Volunteer service, however, it is found an absolute neces- 
sity to have in hand full information as to the duty to be 
performed during each summer season at a date not later 
than April 1 in each year.’ ”’ 

Since we published in our issue of June 2 a list of the 
commanding officers for the various brigade camps it has 
becn necessary to make some changes because of the se- 
lection of Brig. Gen. William I. Duvall to be one of the 
ollicers to attend the maneuvers of the German army next 
September. The officers who will command the brigade 
camps, as finally decided, are as follows: Camp at Mount 
Gretna, Gen. Frederick D. Grant; at Fort Benjamin 
Ilarrison, Ind., Gen. W. H. Carter; at American Lake, 
Washington, Gen, Frederick Funston; at Fort D. A. 
Russell, Wyo., Gen. Constant Williams; at Chickamauga 
Park, Gen. J. W. Bubb; at Austin, Tex., Gen. W. S. Mc- 
Caskey ; at Fort Riley, Gen. T. J. Wint. It has also been 
decided that the 28th Infantry, which was scheduled to 
go to the camp at Fort Riley, will be sent to the camp at 
Indianapolis

Assistant Secretary of War Oliver said, in outlining 
lis general scheme for the instruction of the military es- 
t. blishment of the United States: 

“In order to popularize the Army, it is important that 
ii should be stationed at points where it may be brought 
i contact with the citizens of the country as much as 
possible. It would appear, therefore, that there should 
he as many posts as practicable in different sections of 
tie country, especially in the most powerful and densely 
populated States. 

“Tt has been pretty well established that no post 
snaller than a regimental one is of real value from a mili- 
tury standpoint, so far as education, discipline and drill 
are concerned. In view of the present size of our Army, 

would, therefore, seem to be the best method for the 
) reservation and increase of it, that regimental posts be 
‘stablished in every State possible. Should the Army be 
increased, however, these posts should then be made bri- 
sade posts, instead of increasing their number; but under 

vesent conditions, regimental posts seem to be the limit. 

“If to the plan of regimental posts is added the pro- 
vosed scheme of brigade posts, in summer under canvas, 
composed of the troops stationed in various adjoining 

egimental posts, the great step is taken, which is so de- 

irable,. of gathering together troops in at least brigade 
‘ormation. If these brigade camps are maintained for 


three months in the year, they will answer all the pur- 
poses, and more too, of permanent posts in a few sections 
of the country; and the marching to and fro from their 
regimental stations to the proposed summer brigade camps 
would bring the Army before the people and more or less 
in contact with them. 

“The present system of division and departmental mili- 
tary government should give way to a system of organi- 
zation tactically correct for war purposes; that is, these 
various brigades gathered together in the summer posts 
should be in name and organization permanent with all 
the attendant system which would be in existence in time 
of war; for example: The Atlantic Division, instead of 
being territorial except in so far as the militia is con- 
cerned, should be tactical and should be considered as the 
Kirst Division, composed of two or three brigades which 
should, in summer, meet for three months for instruction, 
ete.; and during the winter months retire to their regi- 
mental posts, but not lose their brigade organization, and 
be commanded by their brigade commanders with their 
proper brigade staff, stationed as they now are at any 
centrally located city in the vicinity of the posts consti- 
tuting the brigade. This system is perfectly feasible, as 
it is practised now in the National Guard of the vari- 
ous States. 

“Each commander of a brigade, who is now practically 
a department commander, should be given the power to 
equip and control his brigade in every particular and 
should be held responsible, as in Continental armies, for 
its mobilization, equipment and general condition. 

“What is greatly needed is a decentralization of the 
powers of supply and initiative. The present centraliza- 
tion always breaks down the moment it is put to the test. 
If the Army was organized as suggested, each brigade 
commander, in addition to the regular brigade under his 
command, would have assigned to him, under territorial 
limitation, all the National Guard troops which are in 
the States adjacent to the summer brigade camp location ; 
so that these troops, during the summer months, would be 
used to augment his brigade to a division or more, and 
the whole tactical organization would be properly carried 
out each summer; and then, in case of a call for active 
duty, these various brigade centers would be the points 
of assemblage for separate and complete divisions, which 
might be inereased by the addition of volunteers to Army 
corps, if necessary. If this policy was carried put, in 
time we would approach more nearly to the organization 
and system of the foreign Continental armies, and each 
division or brigade commander would be charged abso- 
lutely with the mobilization, development, equipment and 
maintenance of his brigade or prospective division or corps. 
Greater latitude should be given to him and his supply 
chiefs with regard to expenditure of money for the neces- 
sary supplies and for the proper equipment of the troops. 
In this way, the moment orders are received for mobili- 
zation, all plans having been prepared beforehand by the 
General Staff and in the hands of the various division 
and brigade commanders, there would be no necessity or 
reason for the confusion and failure of past years, 

“Each of the suggested brigades, composed originally 
of Regular troops, should be so organized and developed 
in time of peace as to form so many complete expedition- 
ary forces with all the necessary accompaniments as to 
transportation, ete., so they could be used at a week’s no- 
tice for any expeditionary purposes where the United 
States was called upon to make a demonstration, in a 
small way, against some country. 

“No legislation is required to carry this into effect, 
except authority to establish new posts if necessary.” 





COURT-MARTIAL OF CAPTAIN WYNNE. 

A general court-martial for the trial of Capt. Robert 
I’. Wynne, U.S.M.C., on charges alleging insubordina- 
tion began on board the U.S.S. Pennsylvania at the navy 
yard, New York, June 5. The detail for the court is 
Capt. T. C. McLean, president; Surg. P. Leach, Lieut. 
Comdrs. J. A. Dougherty, R. H. Jackson and A. B. Hoff, 
U.S.N.; Capt. R. H. Dunlap and Capt. C. S. Hatch, 
U.S.M.C., members, and Lieut. A. W. Pressey, U.S.N., 
judge advocate. Mr. E. S. Theall, a lawyer of Wash- 
ington, D.C., represented Capt. Wynne, 

According to information which has reached the Navy 
Department, Captain Wynne refused to obey the order 
of Lieut. Comdr. Henry F. Bryan, who was temporarily 
in command of the Alabama, May 31, while the captain 
and executive were ashore at Norfolk. 

Captain Wynne had been assigned to duty as a mem- 
Ler of a court-martial, for which he was dressing in 
his quarters on board the Alabama, when the call to 
quarters was sounded aboard the ship. A lieutenant of 
inarines reported to the Marine Guard, but the absence 
of Captain Wynne was noted by Lieutenant Commander 
Bryan and word was sent to Captain Wynne’s quarters 
to ascertain why he had not reported. The latter sent 
back word that his assignment on the court of inquiry 
relieved him of any other duty and that he was dressing 
at that time for the court. 

This did not satisfy Lieutenant Commander Bryan, 
who sent an officer and two men to Captain Wynne’s 
quarters with instructions to place him under arrest and 
bring him on deck. The daily press has reported that 
Captain Wynne drew a revolver on the officer and the 
two men sent to arrest him, but this could not be con- 
firmed at the Navy Department. In any event, what 
might have been a serious matter was prevented by the 
arrival of Capt. Samuel P. Comly, to whom Capt. Wynne 
was ordered to report. Captain Comly told him to re- 
port for the court-martial duty and the matter would 
be taken up later. On his return to the ship Captain 
Wynne apologized to both Captain Comly and Lieuenant 
Commander Bryan, but the latter preferred fornial 
charges. 

From the evidence presented at the session of the court 
on June 5 the defense was aiming for the retirement of 
Captain Wynne on the ground of disability incident to 
the Service. 

Lieutenant Commander Byran, U.S.N., Lieut. John 
Newton, jr, U.S.M.C., and Private Quackenbosh, 
U.S.M.C., were the witnesses for the prosecution, and 
Surgeon Decker and Private Purns were called for the 
defense. Lieut. F. D. Karns, U.S.N., of the Alabama, 
was also called to show that it would have been impossi- 
ble for Captain Wynne to have reported to quarters and 
to also attend his court-martial duty. After that records 
of the department to show that Captain Wynne had 


- suffered from sunstroke while on duty in China were 


offered in evidence. 

At the session on June 6, Surg. M. J. Decker, of 
the Alabama, was called by the defense to testify that 
in March last, when the Alabama was in Cuban waters, 
Captain Wynne had complained to him of having a re- 
currence of sunstroke at Guantanamo. He said that the 
Captain complained that the noises of the ship irritated 
him after this, but he told Surgeon Decker that he did 
not want to be retired. Surgeon Decker also said: “I 
believe Captain Wynne’s physical condition is such that 


after being irritated to any considerable extent his judg- 
ment is not good, and that-he is correspondingly. irre- 
sponsible under such conditions.’ Answering another 
question, Surgeon Decker said that the condition of the 
Captain resultant from the sunstroke was such as would 
at times “remove his sense of obligation to obey orders.” 

Lieutenant Pressey, the judge advocate, asked the wit- 
ness if the accused oificer was so lacking in his apprecia- 
tion of this obligation on May 31, the day the Captain 
refused to come on deck, that, in his opinion, he was 
unfitted for the Service. 

“TI consider that he was,” replied the witness. He was 
sulliciently insensible to them, in my opinion, as to: war- 
vant his being retired.’”’ Surgeon Decker also went on to 
say that this state of insensibility to the obligation to 
obey orders was present at all times in Captain Wynne 
as a result of the sunstroke, and that it was for a board 
of officers to determine whether he should be retired. 

: “Do you think that there is real danger here of pun- 
ishing an innocent man if the accused is punished for 
disobeying orders?” asked Lieutenant Pressey, finally. 

Surgeon Decker answered “I do,” and then Lieutenant 
Pressey, addressing the court, said: 

“The examination of this officer places things in such 
a new light that although it is my duty to present evi- 
dence for the prosecution, I don’t consider it my duty to 
assist in prosecuting an innocent man. The trial has 
reached such a stage that I need time to think this mat- 
ter over.” 

When the court opened on June 7 Surgeon Decker 
continued his testimony, and in answer to a question by 
Lieut. A. W. Pressy, judge advocate, said that he be- 
lieved Captain Wynne's sense of right and wrong was 
abnormal because of his physical condition. The abnor- 
mality took the form of irascibility under provocation of 
things to which a normal man would not object and in 
errors of judgment in military matters. In his opinion 
it would be an injustice to hold Captain Wynne responsi- 
ble for breaches in military discipline. 

Surg. F. M. Furlong had been summoned by the de- 
fense, but counsel for Captain Wynne decided not to 
call him. Lieutenant Pressy said that he woulé make 
him a witness for the prosecution, and despite objections 
this was permitted. 

Surgeon Furlong, who served with Captain Wynne 
on the Prairie in Cuba and Panama, told of one time 
when he was called to treat him for the “worst case of 
headache I ever saw.” He said he considered the Cap- 
tain sane and normally mental, but ‘tone of the most ir- 
ritable of all the irritable persons I have ever met 
among sane people.” The defense tried to show that 
Captain Wynne’s headache might have been caused by 
sunstroke received when on the Pekin relief expedition, 
but the witness said he could not tell the cause of it. 

At the close of this testimony Mr. Theall announced 
that the defense rested. He said Captain Wynne would 
not be sworn as a witness, but would submit a statement 
in writing to the court. Lieutenant Pressy then asked 
for an adjournment until June 8, when he would eall 
medical experts to show that Captain Wynne is suffer- 
ing from no mental trouble. 

Captain Wynne is the son of Robert J. Wynne, Consul 
General at London, ex-Postmaster General, and warm 
personal friend of President Roosevelt. He was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant by President McKinley May 
26, 1899, and served in the Philippines and in China.

DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Recommendation of the Commissary General for the 
purchase of seventy-two coffee-making machines for use 
at recruit depots, and general use has «been approved. 

A design for housewife for the soldiers’ kit has been 
selected and adopted. It is made of khaki-colored can- 
vas, bound and tied with tape, and contains scissors and 
assorted buttons, thread, needles, pins and safety pins. 
It weighs four ounces, and costs thirty-seven and one- 
half cents. 

Position of Signal Corps detachments at ceremonies, 
Par. 6, A.R., prescribes the position of these detach- 
ments on the right of the command to which attached. 
Par. 437, Infantry Drill Regulations, states that they 
will be assigned to place according to the nature of their 
duties. A question arose as to which authority governs. 
As the Army Regulations were promulgated since the 
Infantry Drill Regulations, it was decided the former 
should govern in case of conflict. 

Amendment to A.R. 266. The last part of this para- 
graph relates to the temporary appointment of company 
non-commissioned officers when the company is absent 
from regimental headquarters, The Paymaster General 
suggested an amendment so as to provide for a tem- 
porary appointment to carry rank and pay from date 
of appointment, and if the regimental commander dis- 
approved the appointment the increased rank and pay 
to cease from date of receipt by the company commander 
of such disapproval. This suggestion was approved. 

The recommendation of the Chief of Ordnance that 
range finders be issued to each company of Engineers, 
Cavalry and Infantry has been approved. 

An officer of the National Guard requested a de- 
cision regarding position on muster rolls of the company 
quartermaster sergeant’s name; also his position at the 
formation of the company. He was informed that the 
practice of the Regular Army is to place the company 
quartermaster sergeant’s name on the rolls just after 
that of the first sergeant, and at formations of the com- 
pany the Infantry Drill Regulations prescribe he shall 
take his place according to his rank as a sergeant. 

Shall the safety lock of the rifle be kept habitually at 
the “safe’? Par. 54, Infantry Drill Regulations, pre- 
scribes that the rifle shall be habitually carried locked, 
that is, with the safety lock at “safe.” To do this the 
piece must first be cocked, that is, the main spring must 
be compressed, and keeping it constantly in this position 
will eventually weaken the spring. It was decided that 
when the piece was not being actually carried the spring 
should be released. 

Clothing allowance of non-commissioned officers of 
Artillery bands. Question was raised as to whether 
these Artillery non-commissioned officers recefve the 
clothing allowance of bandsmen or of non-commissioned 
officers of Artillery. It was decided that they should re- 
ceive the allowance of non-commissioned officers of Ar- 
tillery.

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THE LAKE MOHONK CONFERENCE. 

The Conference on Arbitration which held its annua! 
summer gathering, as usual, amid the beautiful surround 
ings of Lake Mohonk, N.Y., May 30 to June 1 inclusive, 
passed resolutions welcoming the assembling of the Pan- 
American Congress at Rio and the second Hague Confer- 
ence in Europe. They expressed the hope that The Hague 
Conference would become a permanent and recognized 
advisory Congress of the Nations. They commended to the 
members of The Hague Conference the questions of ex- 
empting private property from seizure at sea, the general 
restriction of armaments, the further protection of the 
Red Cross movements and the work of more clearly de- 
fining the rights and obligations of belligerents and still 
further lessening the horrors of war. The adoption of a 
general arbitration treaty for all nations was also urged. 

To none of these suggestions can there be any objection 
on the part of those who bear the sword, except so far as 
they involve the delusion that disarmament must be pre- 
liminary to the establishment of enduring peace, instead 
of coming, as it must, as the ripened fruit of millenial 
conditions that shall bring Turk and Christian, Japanese, 
Chinaman, Muscovite, Moro and the belligerent tribesmen 
of South Africa into harmonious concord as the loving 
members of one brotherhood. The strange delusion that 
wars are the result and consequence of military organi- 
zation and training still possesses members of this con- 
ference. Under the chairmanship in former years of such 
men as ex-Senator George F. Edmunds and Judge George 
Gray, of Delaware, the expression of hostile sentiment 
toward the Army and Navy of the United States has been 
confined to stray members of the conference. This year 
the chairman, Hon. John W. Foster, with what seems to 
us a most unbecoming disregard of the dignity and obli- 
gations of his position, lent the enemies of the Services 
the support of his approval and applause. He adopted 
as his own the untrue and slanderous statement of the 
Senator who has declared that every officer of our Army 
and Navy is “eager and anxious for a complication that 
will bring us into war.” 

The whole foundation for this statement is that the 
Army and Navy are asking that preparation should be 
made for the possibility of war, and Mr. Foster declares, 
ex-cathedra, that war is a practical impossibility, 

“Why,” he asked in his opening speech, “this constant 
harping on the ‘next war’ when there is no human proba- 
bility of having one?’ As Mr. Foster is a man of large 
experience who should know better than this, his remarks 
are open to the suspicion of having been chiefly designed 
te win the applause of the sentimentalists who form a 
considerable part of the conference at Lake Mohonk. Or, 
they may have been an expression of the hostility to the 
Army which was indicated by his approval from the chair 
of the remarks of a Baptist clergyman, who compared 
the Army to an idle bulldog sitting on his master’s front 
door step and getting him into trouble with his neighbors. 
Probably the clergyman knew no better, and considered it 
a proper expression of love and good will becoming his 
cloth to thus malign the class of men whose recent noble 
work at San Francisco has excited the applause of the 
world. But certainly a publicist like Mr. Foster should 
know better. 

The Army was not, however, without its defenders, and 
there was generous expression of confidence in it and re- 
spect for it by Mr. Smiley, the host of the conference, 
and Rey. Dr. Moxon, who was a soldier of the e War. 
The Navy found a champion in Rear Admiral A. S. Bar- 
ker, U.S.N., to whom they might well have sae to 
give an opportunity to set before the conference more at 
length facts they are much in need of, instead of calling 
upon him without notice for a five minutes’ talk. 

It is strange that a body of men who are undertaking 
to deal with the questions of armaments, military prepa- 
ration, and the opinions and character of military men, 
should be so indisposed to receive information on these 
subjects from those who are best informed in regard to 
them by study and experience, instead of seeking their 
information from prejudiced peace-advocates, clergymen 
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and women. Whatever influence such a conference as this 
can have must be purely moral and based wholly upon 
the fairness and justice of its statements and its argu- 
ments, It can gain nothing by an appeal to the prejudice 
against military men which affects chiefly those who have 
the least influence in controlling the relations of nations 
and the questions of arbitration and peace. The Lake 
Mohonk Conference will suffer if it permits any depar- 
ture from the high standards set for it by Senator Ed- 
munds and Judge Gray. 

Men like Theodore Roosevelt and the members of the 
Army and Navy he commands, controlled as they are by 
the teachings of history and experience, may not share 
the somewhat too confident and sentimental anticipations 
of others as to the speedy establishment of a universal 
peace which will justify disarmament, but there is no 
class of men who are more sympathetic with every judi- 
cious effort to lessen the hardships of war and to narrow 
its scope. There is not a single fact in our history which 
justifies the charge brought against these men by Senator 
Ifale and repeated by Mr. Foster as presiding officer of 
the Lake Mohonk Conference. Such slanders are un- 
worthy of the reputation of Mr. Foster and unworthy of 
the serious minded and well intentioned, if sometimes 
inisguided, body of ladies and gentlemen over whom he 
presided. 


AN UNJUST TAX ON SOLDIERS. 


The proposition of one of our correspondents that the 
tax of 12 1-2 cents a month upon the enlisted men of the 
Army be continued but transferred from the Soldiers’ 
IIlome to a fund for the benefit of the retired enlisted 
men, does not suggest any improvement upon the present 
plan. The objection is to the principle of compulsory 
taxation of this sort. It is doubtless true that the vic- 
‘ims do not complain, but they are in no position to do 
so and their failure to protest offers no justification for 
depriving them of their rights. As Patrick Henry said, 
the right to take ten pounds implies the right to take one 
hundred pounds, and there is no wealth that may not be 
thus tyrannously exhausted. So far as the support of 
the Soldiers’ Home is concerned, the tax is not needed. 
The permanent fund of the Home amounted on July 1, 
1905, to $4,190,297.84, deposited in the U.S. Treasury 
and drawing interest at the rate of three per cent., giv- 
ing an annual income of $125,708.93. To this is to be 
added the amount from asylum dues and forfeitures, ay- 
eraging for the seven years last past, $537,048.59. The 
receipts from these sources last year were $446,384.17, 
which may be considered normal. 

This would give a total income for the Home of 
$572,095. The expenditures for 1904 were $249,676.33 
for current expenses and $162,691.05 for permanent im- 
provements. Assuming the necessity for these improve- 
menis, there is still left an excess of income amounting 
to $159,725.72 to be added annually to the permanent 
fund of the institution. The average during the past 
eight years has been $184,292. With an average enlisted 
strength of 60,000 the head money tax will amount to 
890,000. Deducting this, would still leave an annual bal- 
ance of $232,416.77 over current expenses. Why should 
our soldiers be taxed $90,000 a year to increase this sur- 
plus? The imposition of the tax would appear to be a 
tyrannous exercise of power, for which there is not even 
the excuse of necessity. So far as we can ascertain, the 
opinion of officers of the Army is unanimous in favor of 
the repeal of the tax, outside of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the Home. As for the enlisted men, they do 
not feel that they can afford to kick, and the amount of 
the imposition is not so large as to dispose them to do 
so. It is none the less an imposition. 

The arguments presented by the Commissioners in sup- 
port of the tax, which has thus far taken $2,500,000 out 
of the pockets of our soldiers, are of the feeblest. They 
amount in substance to a plea that there is a large num- 
her of soldiers entitled to admission to the Home who do 
not take advantage of it, and provision must be made 
against the contingency that they may do so. The last 
report shows a total of 1,325 on the rolls. In addition 
there are 1,347 ex-soldiers of the Regular Army now in- 
mates of Volunteer Homes, most of whom are assumed to 
he entitled to admission to the National Home. It is fur- 
ther estimated that there are 10,000 discharged soldiers 
who are entitled to the benefits of the Home. It may be 
necessary to provide against the possibility that a certain 
percentage of these may apply for admission, but it is 
clear that the annual income will be sufficient for this 
after deducting the $90,000 now practically “sand- 
bagged” annually out of the pockets of the enlisted men. 

Conditions have changed very much since the Home 
was established. The pension for enlisted men, which 
was then only $8 a month, has in many cases been in- 
creased sufficiently to allow a reasonable support outside 
the Home, to which they will resort only in extreme 
cases. The real argument against the repeal of the pres- 
ent tax upon enlisted men is found in the fact that the 
Soldiers’ Home furnishes the city of Washington with a 
fine park of over five hundred acres, for which its citizens 
pay nothing. We have shown that the income of the 
Hlome is sufficient for its support without robbing the 
poor. If it were not so, Congress should provide for the 
deficiency out of the revenues of the city of Washington, 
or otherwise from the National Treasury. ‘There is a 
good prospect that Congress may at this session relieve 
the retired enlisted men of this tax, but they should go 
farther than this and abolish it altogether. It is a petty 
exaction from helpless men unworthy of a great nation. 
The soldier is entitled to do what he pleases with his own 





money and to learn by experience, as other men must do, 
how to use it to the best advantage. There is too much 
disposition to treat the enlisted men in a way calculated 
to destroy their self-reliance. They must be taught in 
the school of experiense to take care of themselves and be 
independent and they should be made to feel that, what- 
ever the restrictions placed upon them, they can depend 
upon being treated with absolute justice,

As predicted in the JourNAL of June 2, the Secretary 
of War has this week approved a scheme which calls for 
a change of station for nineteen companies of Coast Ar- 
tillery. Under this scheme ten companies will be trans- 
ferred from South Atlantic and Gulf stations to stations 
on the North Atlantic coast and will be replaced by nine 





. companies at present stationed along the North Atlantic 


coast. The companies selected for transfer are those hav- 
ing the longest service in the sections of the country in 
which they are at present stationed. It is stated at the 
War Department that these transfers have been author- 
ized mainly as an experiment. There is a general feeling 
throughout the Artillery that changes of station of com- 
panies would materially increase the number of re-enlist- 
ments of men in their own organizations, and it is hoped 
that from these transfers data may be obtained which 
will be of value in determining whether the practice of 
changing companies of Coast Artillery from station to 
station would promote contentment and increase the num- 
ber of re-enlistments, While it is intended that these 
transfers shall not be made until April 1, 1907, the order 
directing them will be issued about Oct. 1 next, in order 
that opportunity may be afforded for obtaining the data 
desired, it being the desire of the War Department to as- 
certain whether the official announcement of these changes 
made six months in advance will in any measure prevent 
desertion or have a beneficial effect upon re-enlistments. 
On the basis of length of service in one place the com- 
panies to be transferred under this order would seem to 
be the following: ‘These companies from stations of the 
South Atlantic and Gulf coasts to stations on the North 
Atlantic coast: The 1st from Fort De Soto, Fla.; the 
4th from Jackson Barracks, La.; the 5th from Fort Sere- 
ven, Ga.; the 7th from Fort Barraneas, Fla.; the 8th 
from Fort Morgan, Ala.; the 9th from Fort Barrancas; 
the 11th from Key West Barracks, Fla.; the 14th from 
Tort Sereven; the 102d from Fort Caswell, N.C.; and 
the 117th from Fort Fremont, S.C. These companies 
from stations on the North Atlantic coast to stations in 
the South: The 89th from Fort McHenry, Md.; the 
72d from Fort Greble, R.I.; the 74th from Fort Wil- 
liams, Me.; the 75th from Fort Preble, Me.; the 76th 
from Fort Banks, Mass.; the 77th from Fort Warren, 
Mass.; the 78th from Fort Adams, R.I.; the 79th from 
Fort Adams, and the 80th from Fort Schuyler, N.Y. 





It is unfortunate that Paymr. General Dodge should 
have failed in his endeavor to secure an insertion in the 
Army Appropriation bill of a provision for an increase in 
the allowance for a commutation of quarters. It has, 
however, been introduced in a separate bill where it will 
not be subject to the point of order to be urged against 
it in an appropriation bill. The bill can hardly become 
a law, however, at this session. General Dodge has 
been more fortunate in the matter of his measure 
for increasing the pay of riflemen. He first suggested 
it in 1901 in his annual report as chief paymaster, De- 
partment of the East, and has advocated it ever since, 
in season and out of season. He submitted the amend- 
ment to the present bill, after its approval by the Secre- 
tary of War, giving marksmen $1, sharpshooters $2 and 
expert riflemen $3 per month extra, and that is now a 
law. The strongest argument used was the fact that 
rifle practice promoted temperance; that a man could not 
shoot and drink at the same time, General Dodge is 
responsible for many of the other amendments in the 
Army bill. That permitting officers to transfer their 
pay accounts, when due and payable, under regulations 
to be preseribed by the Secretary;.an increase in the mile- 
age appropriation of $50,000; a recodification of the 
mileage law whereby actual expenses are to be paid for 
all sea travel whereby all officers traveling between 
Manila and San Francisco, with or without troops, re- 
cover the amount paid for subsistence on Government 
transports; a change in the law so as to permit foreign 
service pay to accrue from date of departure from the 
home port instead of from date of arrival in the foreign 
port, and to continue until date of arrival at the home 


port instead of date of departure from the foreign port. . 


Then, too, the territory covered by foreign service pay 
has been greatly increased; pay of exchange by special 
disbursing agents of the Pay Department serving in 
foreign countries; the amended regulation for computa- 
tion of time, ete, 








Unusual efforts are being made by the War Depart- 
ment to secure the attendance of a team from each 
State in the Union as well as from Porto Rico, Hawaii 
and the Philippines at the National competitions at Sea 
Girt, N.J., which begin Sept. 4 next. It is improbable, 
however, that there will be any team from the Philip- 
pines on account of the expense, but such an item, in 
view of the importance of the event, and the necessity 
of aiding marksmanship, should not be allowed to stand 
in the way. The War Department is hopeful that every 
State in the United States will be represented by a 
team and has addressed letters to the adjutant generals 
of each of them urging them to make provision for the 
attendance of a team. In view of the great interest 


taken by the newspapers of the country in the mat- 
ter of rifle shooting and in the coming National 
Match at Sea Girt, the Commiittee on Publicity of the 
National Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice has 
arranged with the National Rifle Association to have 
this year a ‘‘Press Match.” Every year there are a 
number of newspaper men in attendance on the rifle 
matches, and in addition, a number of newspaper men 
are good shots and members of the National Guard. Ina 
recognition of these facts the Committee on Publicity 
of the National Board offered to give a prize for a “Press 
Match” at Sea Girt next September, to be shot in con- 
nection with the other matches of the National Rifle 
Association. The offer was not only accepted by the 
N.R.A., but that organization will add several prizes on 
its own aceount and thus the “Press Match” will be a 
very respectable one and the first since the early days of 
Creedmoor. To make anything like a success of the 
match, however, care should be taken that competitors 
are regular employees on the staff of a paper, and not 
some member or ex-member of a National Guard or- 
ganization employed temporarily to send scores. As 
far as known Boston is the only city in this country 
which now possesses a rifle team composed exclusively of 
newspaper men which shoots with the military rifle of the 
United States, so that no matches have as yet been ar- 
ranged between teams composed of newspaper men and 
representing various cities. The prize to be given in the 
“Press Match” this year will be a handsome trophy, and 
will become the property of the winner. 





Col. Sedgwick Pratt, Art. Corps, has applied for retire- 
ment under the Act of April 24, 1904, with the advanced 
rank of brigadier general, to date from June 22 next. As 
a result of the promotion and retirement of Col. John 
McClellan, Art. Corps, the following promotions and 
changes will occur: Lieut. Col. O. FE. Wood to be colo- 
nel, which creates a vacancy in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel in the Military Secretary’s Department which 
will be filled by the detail of a lieutenant colonel in the 
Artillery Corps. This detail will cause a vacancy which 
will be filled by the promotion of Major J. R. Williams, 
who is also detailed to the Military Secretary’s Depart- 
ment. The promotion of Major Williams, however, will 
not cause a vacancy in the Military Secretary’s Depart- 
ment as it will reduce the number of majors in that De- 
partment to ten, as authorized by law. But on July 7 a 
vacaney in the grade of major in the Military Secretary’s 
Department will be caused by the expiration of the de- 
tail in that Department of Major Millard F. Waltz, 
which will be filled by the detail either of an officer of 
the Artillery Corps or an officer of Infantry. The retire- 
ment on June 22 of Col. Sedgwick Pratt as a brigadier 
general will cause these promotions in the Artillery 
Corps: Lieut. Col. J. D. C. Hoskins, to be colonel; Ma- 
jor W. B. Homer, to be lieutenant colonel; Capt. H. C. 
Davis, to be major; Ist Lieut. C. C. Pulis, to be captain, 
and 2d Lieut. C. ©. Burt, to be first lieutenant.

Orders were approved at the War Department this 
week to carry into effect the organization of a machine 
gun detachment in each regiment of Infantry and Cavy- 
alry, to take effect July 1. The general order providing 
for this organization, which will entail an increase in 
the strength of the Army of 945 men, is now in course 
of preparation in the War Department. Each machine 
gun detachment will consist of one sergeant, two cor- 
porals and eighteen privates, and will be equipped with 
two Vickers Sons & Maxim automatic machine guns.

The War Department has not yet heard from the 
eourt of inquiry which has been investigating the case 
of 2d Lieut. Vernon W. Boller, 20th Inf., which is hold- 
ing up a long list of nominations of second lieutenants 
of Infantry to be first lieutenants. The Department had 
expected to hear from this case before the present time, 
but the nominations of the lieutenants will not be sent 
to the Senate until every opportunity has been given 
the court to make its report before adjournment. 








All officers of the Army will be greatly interested in 
Circular No. 30, issued by the War Department this 
week which reads as follows: ‘In order that as many 
officers as possible may be present for duty at the ma- 
neuver camps of instruction which it is proposed to 
establish during the summer, leaves of absence will not 
be granted to officers of the Army between July 1, 1906, 
and Sept. 30, 1906, except for urgent reasons: specially 
set forth in the application.”

The Quartermaster General of the Army has _in- 
structed the Superintendent of the Army Transport Ser- 
vice in San Francisco to permit all passengers for Army 
transports to go aboard the vessels on the day before 
the date of sailing.

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NAVY BILL PASSED BY SENATE. 


The Naval Appropriation bill, H.R., 18750, was passed 
by the Senate, with amendments, on June 5. After about 
three hours debate the bill was passed substantially 
as it came from the committee, except that a proviso was 
added to the clause authorizing the construction of the 
new battleship that is designed to be the largest and most 
formidable afloat. ‘The proviso makes it necessary that 
before any bids are received and accepted the Secretary 
of the Navy shall report to Congress at the next session 
all the details as to the type of vessel to be built and the 
specifications, including displacement, draught and dimen- 
sions and the kind and extent of armor and armament. 
There was little discussion except as to the new battle- 
ship, and in response to questions Mr. Hale stated that 
the cost of the new ship would be from ten to eleven mil- 
lion dollars, when completed. The sum appropriated for 
the vessel is six millions, but this does not include armor 
and armament. 

The important amendment as to advancement of one 


grade for certain officers was agreed to by the Senate. 
We give below a statement of the effect it will have 
if it is agreed to by the House and becomes a law. It 
reads : 

That all officers of the Navy below the grade of rear ad- 
miral, with creditable records, including those retired with 
the relative rank of commodore, who served during the Civil 
War, and who were honorably retired prior to the passage of 
an act entitled ‘‘An act to reorganize and increase the ef- 
ficiency of the personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps of 
the U.8.,’’ approved March 3, 1899, shall be advanced on the 
retired list one grade above the grade or rank now held by 
them, to take effect from the date of the approval of said act; 
and that rear admirals retired prior to the passage of said 
act shall receive the same pay as officers of the Navy of cor- 
responding grade who have been retired under said act: Pro- 
vided, That this act shall not apply to any officer who has 
received an advance of grade since his retirement or has been 
restored to the Navy and placed on the retired list with pro- 
motion thereon by virtue of the provisions of a special act of 
Congress. This provision shall in no case authorize any 
claim for back pay and shall have effect only for the future, 
and shall also apply in like manner to officers of the Marine 
Corps. 

The Senate committee amendments to the bill were out- 
lined last week. The amendments as agreed to are as fol- 
lows: Under “Pay of the Navy the appropriation is in- 
creased by $269,637 and the following is inserted: 

For hire of quarters for officers serving with troops where 
there are no public quarters belonging to the Government, and 
where there are not sufficient quarters possessed by the United 
States to accommodate them. 

Provided, That the Secretary of the Navy may, in his dis- 
cretion, require the whole or a part of the bounty allowed up- 
on enlistment to be refunded in cases where men are dis- 
charged during the first year of enlistment, by request, for 
inaptitude, as undesirable, or for disability not incurred in 
line of duty.

the appropriation for the support of the home. 

Under Bureau of Ordnance the appropriation for re- 
serve powder and shell was increased from $1,000,000 to 
$2,300,000. The appropriation for reserve guns was in- 
creased from $500,000 to $750,000. For the torpedo sta- 
tion at Newport, R.I., provision of $5,200 was made, for 
one chemist, one clerk and one draftsman. Under Bureau 
of Equipment the following was inserted: 

For the preparation of sites, furnishing and erecting masts, 
buildings and machinery foundations for U.S. naval wireless 
telegraph stations on the Pacific coast in the States of Wash- 
ington, Oregon and California, to be immediately available 
and to be limited to the purposes above named, $65,000. 

Under Ocean and Lake Surveys it was provided that 
of the appropriation not exceeding $1,300 may be ex- 
pended for a survey for channel into Welles Harbor, Mid- 
way Islands. 

This important proviso was inserted: 

That the Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks shall be 
selected from the members of the Corps of Civil Engineers 
of the Navy having not less than seven years’ active service. 

Mr. Hale explained that: “It is intended to put in 
force what is the present arrangement, and that is that 
the head of this bureau, which is civilian and engineer- 
ing, shall be taken from the Corps of Civil Engineers, 
and so to fix it as a matter of law. It is not sea duty; 
but it deals with the engineering of the navy yards, and 
the committee believed that the present rule is a good 
one.’ 

Under Portsmouth, N.H., Navy Yard, $75,000 was add-.: 
ed to complete the hoiler shop for steam engineering. 
For the Charleston, S.C., Navy Yard $40,000 was added 
for quay wall at drydock entrance, $3,000 for drydock 
latrines, $7,000 for one officers’ quarters and $12,000 for 
dispensary building. For the Key West Naval Station 
$18,000 was added; for Puget Sound Navy Yard, tele- 
phone system, central power plant, etc., $64,000; for Pen- 
sacola Navy Yard, for water and sewer system, crib for 
floating dock, etc., $40,000, and $100,000 toward con- 
struction of a graving dock. 

The item of $100,000 for machinery, tools and power 
plant at Olongapo was finally agreed to, but Mr. Hale pre- 
sented the report of Capt. S. M. Ackley, U.S.N., while 
commandant at Olongapo, June : 30, 1905, showing certain 
adverse conditions there; and of Civil Engr. P. L. Reed. 
U.S.N., Jan. 17, 1906, as to the water supply at the naval 
station. Captain Ackley showed that it was absolutely 
essential to demonstrate that the Santa Rita river can 
be closed and its flood waters controlled, so that it will 
not deposit silt in the naval basin, before it is advisable 
to expend any large amount of money in other directions 
at Olongapo. Mr. Hale said: “I would, upon the 
strength of these reports, move to strike out the provi- 
sions for Olongapo, but they are so small that they will 
probably be used at the station in its present condition. 
Hlowever, I think it a matter of congratulation that at 


last reports disclose what is the real situation of the 
station.” It was added that nothing will be available at 


Olongapo except what is carried in this bill, as the 
amount now standing to its credit has been held up by 
the Comptroller. 

The total appropriation yk public works was increased 
from $2,848,450 to $3,052,4 

Under Public Works, aie Corps, Barracks and 
Quarters, 312,000 was provided for two laundries for en- 
listed men, marine barracks; for completion of marine 
barracks at Norfolk Navy Yard, $15,000; for two addi- 
tional sets of officers’ quarters, Norfolk Navy Yard, 
$24,000; barracks and officers’ quarters at New Orleans, 
$15,000, and at San Francisco naval training station, 
$15,000; at New London, for improvements, $25,000; for 
land at Sitka, Alaska, $400; in all, $106,400. 

Under Bureau of Construction and Repair was _ in- 
serted : 

That the Secretary of the Navy be, and he is hereby, au- 
thorized and directed to cause to be constructed a fully com- 
pleted model of each vessel of war of the Navy of the United 
States which now has or may hereafter be given the name 
borne by any State of the U.S., said model to be deposited in 
the capitol building of said State, and in every case said 
model shali be placed in a prominent position, convenient to 


public view: Provided, That such model shall not cease to be, 
when so deposited, the property of the Government of the 
U.S., but shall be at all times subject to the authority and 


direction of the Secretary of the Navy, no model to cost in 
excess of $3,500, and the sum of $50,000 is hereby appro- 
priated. 


Under Bureau of Steam Engineering $60,000 was add- 
ed to outfit the boiler shop now building at Portsmouth, 
N.H. 


Under Naval Academy the appropriation for pay of 
professors, ete., was increased from $125,820.02 to $126, 
217.52. The following was inserted: 

Hereafter the Secretary of the Navy shall, as soon as pos- 
sible after the 1st day of June of each year preceding the 
graduation of midshipmen in the succeeding year, notify in 
writing each Senator, Representative and Delegate in Con- 
gress of any vacancy that will exist at the Naval Academy be- 
cause of such graduation, and which he shall be entitled to 
fill by nomination of a candidate and one or more alternates 
therefor. The nomination of a candidate and alternate or 
alternates to fill said vacancy shall be made vwpon the recom- 
mendation of the Senator, Representative or Delegate, if such 
recommendation is made by the 4th day of March of the year 
following that in which said notice in writing is given, but 
if it is not made by that time the Secretary of the Navy shall 
fill the vacancy by appointment of an actual resident of the 
State, Congressional district, or Territory, as the case may be, 
in which the vacancy will exist, who shall have been for at 
least two years immediately preceding the date of his appoint- 
ment an actual and bona fide resident of the State, Congres- 
sional district, or Territory in which the vacancy will exist 
and of the legal qualification under the law as now provided. 
In cases where by reason of a vacancy in the membership of 
the Senate or House of Representatives, or by the death or 
declination of a candidate for admission to the Academy there 
occurs or is about to occur at the Academy a vacancy from 
any State, district or Territory that cannot be filled by 
nomination as herein provided, the same may be filled as soon 
thereafter and before the final entrance examination for the 
year as the Secretary of the Navy may determine. The candi- 
dates allowed for the District of Columbia and all the candi- 
dates appointed at large, together with alternates therefor, 
shall be selected by the President within the period herein 
prescribed for nomination of other candidates: Provided, That 
the President may select a candidate for the District of 
Columbia for the year 1908. 


The following amendment was agreed to in place of 
the committee amendment of like tenor: 

That the President be authorized to appoint, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, two additional pro- 
fessors of mathematics in the »Navy who shall -have extra 
numbers in said list and who shall take rank therein accord: 
ing to that held by them, respectively, when so appointed, if 


such appointees are officers of the Navy, otherwise at the foot 
of said list. 

The following was inserted : 

That all records (such as muster and pay rolls and reports) 
relating to the personnel and operations of public and private 
armed vessels of the North American colonies in the War of 
the Revolution now in any of the Executive Departments shall 
be transferred to the Secretary of the Navy, to be preserved, 
indexed and prepared for publication. 


The appr ropriation for pay of marines is made to in- 
clude “for prizes for excellence in gunnery exercise and 
target practice, both afloat and ashore.” The following 
was inserted : 

That from and after the date of the approval of this act, 
the commandant of the Marine Corps shall have the rank, 
pay and allowances of a major general in the Army, and 
when a vacancy shall occur in the office of commandant of the 
corps, on the expiration of the service of the present incum- 
bent, by retirement or otherwise, the commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps shall thereafter have ‘the rank, pay and allowances 


_of a brigadier general. 


Mr. Hale explained that the main reason for this is 
“that the Marine Corps has run up from 2,000 to 9,000 
men. It is almost as large as a corps. The commandant 
has more responsibility than any major general in the 
Army. Instead of making it permanent the committee 
reported the amendment, as was done in General Hey- 
wood’s case, that it be made applicable only to the present 
incumbent. I think it ought to be permanent, the corps 
has become so large; but the committee did not report it 
in that way. It is well deserved.” 

The proviso for a great battleship was next agreed to, 
after considerable debate, the following amendment be- 
ing added at the end: 

Provided, That before any proposals for said battleship 
shall be issued, or any bids received and accepted, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall report to Congress, at its next session, 
full details covering the type of such battleship and the speci- 
fications for the same, including its displacement, draught and 
dimensions, and the kind and extent of armor and armament 
therefor. 

Mr. Hale said: “The American Navy as it will be 
when the ships now building are completed, will be in ef- 
fectiveness the second navy in the world. It will not be 
as large as the French navy, but our ships will be better, 
more modern, more useful, more potent, and terrible en- 
gines of war, should there ever be war. I do not think 
that we need to increase their number, but only to pro- 
vide for keeping the Navy up by constructing perhaps a 
ship a year. What type of ship that shall be I do not 
think we are prepared to say. I fancy the Secretary of 
the Navy, with all his officers, will have to whip up his 
force to get ready a report to us in December as to just 
what kind of a ship shall be built. Then we can settle 
the question whether we are going into the building of 
these prodigious ships, and, if so, how far and to what 
extent.” 

In the proviso for submarine boats the sum of $1,- 
000,000 was inserted and it was made to read as follows: 

The Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized, in his 
discretion, to contract for or purchase subsurface or sub- 
marine torpedoboats to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000, 
after such tests as he shall see fit to prescribe to determine 
the comparative efficiency of the different boats for which 
bids may be submitted: Provided, That such tests shall take 
place within nine months from the date of the passage of this 
act; and for such purpose the sum of $1,000,000 is hereby 
appropriated. 

The appropriation for the total increase of the Navy 
was made to read $33,975,829, instead of $32,975,829. 
The following was inserted: 

That no part of any sum appropriated by this act shall be 
used for any expense of the Navy Department at Washington 
unless specific authority be given for such expenditure. 

Naval station, Hawaii: For the reclamation of that portion 
ef the naval station at Honolulu, Hawaii, known as the 
‘*Reef,’’ from materials now being dredged from the harbor at 
Honolulu, and for the necessary dikes or retaining walls, 
$35,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to be im 
mediately available. 

Mr. Dick offered the following amendment, 
agreed to: 

Provided, That hereafter the pay and allowances of chap- 
lains shall be the same, rank for rank, as is or may be pro- 
vided by law for officers of the line and of the Medical and 
Pay Corps, all of whom shall hereafter receive the same pay 
on shore duty as is now provided for sea duty: And provided 


which was 


further, That the present pay and allowances of any officer 
now in the Navy shall not be reduced. 
Mr. Gallinger submitted the following, which was 


agreed to: 

Provided further, That from and after the passage of this 
act the pay and allowances of civil engineers and professors 
of mathematics in the Navy shall be the same as are or may 
be provided by or in pursuance of law for naval constructors, 
and the pay and allowances of assistant civil engineers the 
same as for assistant naval constructors. 

The bill was then finally passed by the Senate.

EFFECT OF PERSONNEL ACT IF MODIFIED. 

The Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department 
has not yet prepared an official list of the officers of the 
Navy on the retired list who would beneficially be af- 
fected by the final enactment into law of the Senate 
amendment to the Naval Appropriation bill, making 
Sec. 11 of the Personnel Act retroactive and to apply 
to officers of the Navy below the grade of rear admiral, 
including those retired with the relative rank of commo- 
dore, who served during the Civil War, and who were 
honorably retired prior to the passage of the Personnel 
Act. As a matter of fact it would not be possible at 
present to prepare an exact list of these officers pending 
the final settlement by the Court of Claims of the well 
known Jasper case, which involves the question whether 
officers of the Navy who entered the Naval Academy in 
1864 and 1865 are entitled to be regarded as having 
served in the Civil War. It is probable that the Court 
of Claims will finally hold that all officers who were at 
the Naval Academy at any time during the Civil War 
should be regarded as having had service in that war. 
Until this matter is definitely settled, however, the rule 
followed will be in accordance with a ruling of the Navy 
Department made during the incumbency of Captain 
Lemly as Judge Advocate General of the Navy, that 
those officers now in the Service who were at the Naval 
Academy during the latter part of the Civil War, but 
who were not ordered out to engage in the pursuit of 
any Confederate vessels, cannot be regarded as coming 
within the beneficial provisions of the Senate amend- 
ment to the Naval Appropriation bill. 

Bearing these several matters in mind a list of the 
officers now on the retired list of the Navy who will be 
advanced one grade in rank if the Senate amendment is 
enacted into law would be as follows: Commodores J. H.

The Senate, on June 2, passed bills granting the follow- 
ing monthly pensions: $30 to the widow of Capt. Joseph 
Ii.

_ The Senate Committee on Military Affairs, in report- 
ing adversely a bill to remove the charge of desertion 
from the record of one James T. Wellman, said: “Well- 
ian appears to have enlisted in the Regular Army in 
Sepfember, 1864, and deserted in April, 1865. This is 
Wholly dierent from enlistment in a volunteer regi- 
luent. Many young men who were away on furlough or 
on special details when the war ended did not appreciate 
‘le importance of rejoining their regiments and being 
regularly mustered out.

Mr. Piles has submitted to the Senate an intended 
amendment to the Sundry Civil bill, to appropriate

duty in Puget Sound. The Committee on Commerce re- 
ported a like amendment to appropriate $200,000 for a 
revenue cutter to be stationed at Savannah, Ga. 


The House has passed H.R. 17983, appropriating 
$30,000 for the erection of a monument on Kings Moun- 


The Senate postponed the 


tain battle ground commemorative of the great victory - 


gained there during the war of the American Revolution 
on Oct. 7, 1780, by the American forces. Also, S. 333, 
appropriating $30,000 for a monumental column to com- 
memorate the battle of Princeton. 

The House on June 4 passed S. 86, for the erection 
of a monument to the memory of Commodore John 
Barry, in Washington, at a cost of $50,000. Mr. Brick 
made a long and interesting address in connection with 
the bill. The House on June 4 also passed a bill author- 
izing the erection of a statue of John Paul Jones. 

The House, on June 5, passed H.R. 14975, which 
amends the statute relating to loan of equipment to mili- 
tary schools, so as to provide that the President is au- 
thorized, upon application by the governor of any State 
having seacoast line or bordering on the Great Lakes, to 
direct the Secretary of the Navy to furnish to one well 
established military school in that State one fully equip- 
ped man-of-war’s cutter for every twenty-five cadets in 
actual attendance, and such other equipment as may be 
spared adequate for instruction in elementary seaman- 
ship: Provided, That the said school shall have ade- 
quate facilities for cutter drill, and shall have in actual 
attendance at least 140 cadets, and shall have the ca- 
pacity to educate 150 cadets: And that the Secretary 
shall require a bond in each case, in double the value of 
the property. 

The House has agreed to a resolution by Mr. Foss re- 
questing the Secretary of the Navy to report to the 
House all information secured by him in pursuance of the 
act of March 8, 1905, as to the cost of armor plate and 
armor plant, and further, to inform the House of the ex- 
tent of the inquiry made by him or the Navy Depart- 
ment into the matter. 

Mr. Sheppard, on May 31, introduced in the House 
separate joint resolutions providing for investigation of 
expenditures in each of the departments of the Federal 
Government, including the War and Navy Departments. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
without amendment H.R. 19755, to authorize the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to loan temporarily to the Philippine 
government a vessel of the U.S. Navy for use in connec- 
tion with nautical schools of the Philippine Islands. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
favorably S. 3638, providing for the retirement of non- 
commissioned oflicers, petty officers and enlisted men of 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. This measure was 
passed by the Senate on April 13. So far as the Army 
is concerned, the bill makes the following changes in 
existing laws: 1. It allows enlisted men to count service 
in the Navy in time of peace for purposes of retirement. 
2. It authorizes an allowance of $6.25 per month in lieu 
of quarters, fuel and light furnished men on the active 
list. The measure offers additional inducements for good 
men to enlist and to continue in the Army, and also 
recognizes the fact that the increased cost of living af- 
fects retired enlisted men as well as other classes of citi- 
zens. The number of enlisted men on the retired list 
Dee. 31, 1905, was 2,279. On the basis of this number, 
if the bill should hecome a law, the increased cost would 
be $170,725 a year for the commutation, allowance for 
quarters, fuel and light. 

The House Committee on Claims has reported without 
amendment S. 5675, for the relief of Major Seymour 
Tfowell, U.S.A., retired. 

The House Committee on Claims has reported with 
amendment H.R. 1078, for the relief of 2d Lieut. Hamil- 
ton D. South, U.S.M.C. 

The bill H.R. 17293, authorizing the Secretary of 
War to lease the coal mining rights in the island of 
Batan, P.I., was taken up by the House on June 5, and 
after much debate was put to a vote and failed to pass. 
Some weeks ago a bill became a law providing for the 
purchase of certain Spanish claims on the island of Ba- 
tan, in order that the Government might acquire com- 
plete control. The present bill was to give authority 
for advertising for bidders to submit terms for develop- 
ing the coal deposits of the island, which, as reported 
by Lieutenant Wigmore, of the Corps of Engineers, are 
of considerable value. Objection was made to the bill 
because of the terms of the lease it proposed, and on the 
ground that it might be better for the Government to 
mine its own coal. 


MILITARY ACADEMY BILL, 

The Military Academy Appropriation Bill, H.R. 18030, 
which was passed by the House on May 2, was passed 
by the Senate on May 31, with amendments, among them 
the following: 


For “pay of one instructor of ordnance and science of 
gunnery (lieutenant colonel),” instead of major, as 
the House had it, “in addition to pay as major, $500,” 
instead of “as captain mounted.” It is provided that 
the Secretary of War may detail an officer of the Medi- 
cal Corps as ‘‘professor” instead of “instructor” of mili- 
tary hygiene. 

A clause was inserted providing $156.50 for extra pay 
of one sergeant (artilleryman) at 50 cents per day. The 
total appropriation for the Academy band, general Army 
service, Cavalry and Artillery detachments, ete., was in- 
creased from $109,638.42 to $109,820.92. The pay of a 
civilian instructor in swimming was reduced from 
$1,500 to $1,200, and that of one master mechanic in- 
creased froin $1,500 to $1,800. 

The appropriation for policing of barracks, ete., was 
increased by $610 and a proviso inserted: “That here- 
after no charge shall be made against the accounts of 
cadets for policing of barracks, bath houses, and supply- 
ing light and plain furniture to cadet barracks.” For 
the purchase of the necessary table linen and equipment 
for the cadet mess, $1,000 was provided, and for main- 
taining the children’s school, the superintendent being 
authorized to employ the necessary teachers, $3,520. For 
miscellaneous items the appropriation was increased from 
$53,310 to $58,440, and the appropriation for maintaining 
the post cemetery was raised from $1,000 to $2,000; 
for buildings and grounds the total appropriation was 
increased by $1,000. 

The following important clause was inserted by the 
Senate at the end of the bill: “For completing the 
necessary improvements at the U.S. Military Academy at 
West Point, N. Y., in accordance with the general plan 


approved by the Secretary of War, the limit of the total 
expenditure for this work fixed in the act of Congress 
approved June 28, 1902, is extended $1,700,000, and the 
Secretary of War is authorized to proceed with the work 
under the conditions already prescribed for it by law: 
Provided, Vhat all limitations and restrictions in the Act 
approved June 28, 1902, shall apply to this increased au- 
thorization.” 

In the House, on June 2, the bill as amended by the 
Senate was referred to the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. It is now before a conference committee on the 
disagreeing amendments of the two houses. 


ARMY BILL AS AGREED UPON, 

The agreement upon the Army Appropriation bill, H. 
R. 14897, which was reached by the conferees on the 
part of the House and Senate, was concurred in by the 
House on June 5, the statement of the conferees being 
read. The Senate agreed to the report of its conferees 
on May 81. 


In the agreement reached, the House accepted the 
Senate amendment as to the amount of pay of officers 
for length of service, and the appropriation was set at 
one million dollars. The House agreed to the amend- 
ment forbidding the use of transports except for Army 
purposes, adding a proviso that ‘‘when, in the opinion 
of the Secretary of War, accommodations are available, 
transportation may be provided for the families and 
employees of officers and men of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps, and members of the Philippine govern- 
ment and families, and their employees and families.” 

The Senate yielded as to the provision for a new sub- 
marine cable from Key West to Guantanamo and the 
Canal Zone, and the clause was stricken out. The 
House receded on an amendment as to pay of the Ad- 
jutant General of the Army, as the oftice has ceased 
since the passage of the bill by the House. 

The Senate receded on the provision for additional 
grade on retirement to officers who served during the 
Civil War and now hold the rank of brigadier general 
on the active list, and the proviso was stricken out. The 
House agreed to the Senate amendment increasing the 
mileage allowances, $50,000; also to the provision for 
payment of mileage of retired officers traveling under 
orders. The House provisions as to payment of addi- 
tional compensation of officers serving beyond the limits 
of the United States were stricken out. 

The Senate receded in its objection to the proviso for 
a longer period of enlistment for the Porto Rico Regi- 
ment. The House agreed to the following Senate amend- 
ments: Making legal assignment of pay by officers of 
the Army; providing for extra pay to enlisted men em- 
ployed on extra duty, including Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines under pay of officers; giving commissioned officers 
credit for service in the Philippine Scouts; providing 
$900 for prizes for the Army school for bakers; provid- 
ing furniture for certain public rooms of officers’ messes; 
providing for a chaplain for the Corps of Engineers, and 
for a general depot of supplies at ort Mason. 

The bill as it passed the Senate appropriated $73,042,- 
306.37, and as agreed to by the conferees appropriates 
$71,817,165.08.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The attorneys for Paymr. George M. Lukesh have filed 
a brief with the Secretary of the Navy asking for a re- 
consideration of the case of this officer, who, it will be 
recalled, was recently so severely reprimanded by Acting 
Secretary of the Navy Newberry. It is not probable that 
the Navy Department will give this case any reconsider- 
ation. 

Four battleships, the Kaiser, the Deutschland, the 
Preussen and the Friedrich der Grosse, built immediate- 
ly after the foundation of the German empire, have been 
ordered to ke stricken from the list of effective vessels 
of the German navy. In the course of eighteen months 
five battleships, four cruisers and three gunboats have 
been dropped from the list of effectives. 

An amendment to the Navy Regulations ordered by 
President Roosevelt is one which directs the incorpora- 
tion of a clause providing that when any vessel of the 
Navy passes up or down the Potomac River by Mount 
Vernon the ship’s bugler shall sound taps, the ship’s bell 
shall be tolled and the marines on duty shall present 
arms. 

The U.S. coast and geodetic survey service steamer 
Endeavor has gone out of commission and will lay up 
at Baltimore, Md., for several months while a new 
boiler is being built for her and she receives a general 
overhauling. 

Paymr. Harry de F. Mel, U.S.N., will have to look 
to Congress to obtain the $30 the commanding officer of 
the Wyoming ordered him to pay to the owner of an ash 
lighter sunk by overloading. The Auditor refuses to 
allow the account and thus the Paymaster finds him- 
self, as many other disbursing officers have, between 
the devil:and the deep sea; no disrespect for the gallant 
commander of the Wyoming being intended. 

The presentation of the handsome flags purchased by 
the Junior Order of the United Mechanics of Southwest- 
ern Virginia to the battleship Virginia, will be 
June 14 at the Norfolk navy yard. 

The Rio Janeiro Journal de Commercio says that the 
contract for building the new war vessels for Brazil lias 
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not yet been signed. It adds that the battleships will be 
of thirteen thousand tons displacement, with a speed of 
nineteen knots. 

The speed trials of the new battleship Georgia will 
probably not be held until some time next week. It was 
originally planned that the Georgia should have her trials 
on the Rockland course en May 23, but leaks were found 
in the condensing tubes and it was necessary to make a 
postponement. It was then believed that the Georgia 
would be ready by about June 7, but it was necessary to 
put the trials off a little longer. 

The machinists school of the Navy will be opened at 
Norfolk about July 1. The officers who will be in charge 
have not been selected. There have been one or two ap- 
plications by enlisted men for instruction at the school 
and it is expected that there will be a number by the time 
the school is opened. It is the intention of the Navy De- 
partment to make the school a place where the enlisted 
man already in the Navy may go and improve himself so 
that he may become a warrant officer, and then on up to a 
commission. There is every reason to believe that the 
school will be highly successful. 

There has been considerable speculation in the Navy 
Department recently concerning the relief of Rear Ad- 
roiral MeCalla, commandant of the navy yard at Mare 
Island, who will be placed on the retired list of the Navy 
on July 18. Among names mentioned for the place is 
that of Capt. Benjamin F. Tilley, now commanding the 
battleship Iowa. The Navy Department does not want 
anyone in command at Mare Island with a rank any 
lower than that of a rear admiral, but as Captain Tilley 
will soon attain that rank he is eligible for selection for 
the duty. Capt. Richardson Clover has also been men- 
tioned for the place. 


There is to be a reorganization of the Atlantic Fleet 
next fall, but the Navy Department has no definite plans 
as to exactly what will be done. It is generally con- 
ceded that there will be another division of battleships, 
making three in all, and with two rear admirals besides 
the commander-in-chief. One suggestion made by a 
prominent rear admiral, and which when presented in a 
formal way will probably receive serious consideration, 
is that the battleships now on the Asiatic Station be 
brought home to the Atlantic coast, and that the present 
armored cruiser squadron be sent out to take the place 
of the battleships. With the Ohio and Wisconsin back 
in Atlantic waters and many new battleships completed, 
it would be possible to organize an Atlantic Fleet whose 
battleship squadron would consist of four divisions of 
four battleships each, or sixteen in all, making a most 
powerful fleet. The battleships in Asiatic waters are not 
absolutely necessary there and the armored cruisers 
would do just as well, and there would be more of them. 
Other countries, with greater interests in the Far East 
than those of America, have there ships no more power- 
ful than armored cruisers. This is true of nearly all 
eountries with the exception of Japan, which being at 
home naturally has a strong array of battleships. 

Secretary Bonaparte’s recent illness, together with 
other events which caused his absence from the Navy 
Department, has thrown practically all of the work of 
the Secreiary of the Navy on the shoulders of Assistant 
Secretary Truman II. Newberry. Mr. Newberry is now 
signing all of the mail and dealing with practically al) 
departmental matters. Mr. Bonaparte is deeply inter- 
ested in the political situation in Maryland, and espec- 
ially in the appointment of a number of men to fill Fed- 
eral office vacancies in Baltimore. Mr. Bonaparte has 
taken the role of arbitrator for rival Maryland congress- 
men. Whatever recommendation the Secretary makes to 
the President concerning appointments will doubtless 
meet favor at the White House. Consequently he is hav- 
ing a busy time with the politicians. 

The transport Lawton returned to San Francisco on 
June 5 from Samoa with a number of marines on board 
from the Naval Station at Tutuila, relief for whom was 
taken to Samoa by the Lawton. 

Interesting ceremonies attended the presentation of a 
silver service to the U.S.S. Maryland at Hampton Roads, 
Va., May 31, by citizens of Maryland. Secretary of the 
Navy Bonaparte was present and also the Governor of 
Maryland and his staff, and other special guests. ‘The 
Maryland was gaily decorated with bunting, and an 
ample awning was drawn to protect the visitors. The 
silver service was displaved upon a platform raised in 
the center of the deck, and directly before the commis- 
sion that presented it and the officials who received it. 
Mr. Early, chairman of the Commission, presented the 
service to Governor Warfield and Mayor Timanus, of 
Baltimore, who had appointed the members of the Com- 
inission, the Governor in turn presenting the service to 
Secretary Bonaparte, in behalf of the Navy, with an ap- 
propriate speech. Mayor Timanus also made a speech, 
te which Mr. Bonaparte made suitable response. Capt. 
Rt. R. Ingersoll, commanding the Maryland, in accepting 
the beautiful silver service, made appropriate remarks, 
after which the guests were invited below, the officers 
vieing with each other to make their visitors welcome. 

A submergence test of the Lake Torpedoboat Com- 
pany’s new submarine, the Lake, was held at Newport 
News early this week, and the sinking contrivances 
were found to work without a hitch. The Lake has been 
put through several surface runs on the James river. 
At the submergence trial on Monday the Lake cruised 
up and down stream several times, then the submer- 
gence tanks were flooded and the craft slid beneath the 
waves, only the tip of the omniscope, remaining in view. 
After rising and sinking tests lasting almost an hour the 
boat was returned to dock. The officers of the Lake 
company stated that they were highly pleased with the 
performance of the Lake. The boat is eighty-five feet 
in length, and has a diving chamber in the bow from 
which a diver may emerge. This chamber is fitted with 
grappling contrivances for use in picking up cables. 
There are three torpedo tubes and space for carrying at 
least two extra torpedoes. The tanks for gasoline are 
all located outside of the capsule and their capacity is 
sufficient for a run of a thousand miles, the builders 
of the boat assert. 

James W. McDonald, third class, Naval Academy, ap- 
pointed from Wisconsin, has tendered his resignation to 
the Navy Department. The cause assigned is weakening 
eyes. Midshipman McDonald believes that the only way 
to save his eyes from permanent injury is to get out of 
the Service. His resignation will be accepted. 

The Navy Department is greatly pleased with the 
work which has been done by Comdr. H. H. Hosley, 
who has command of the expedition towing the drydock 
Dewey to the Philippines. During the first part of the 
long journey the prospect of getting the dock to her 
dlestination in a reasonable period of time seemed de- 
cidedly bad, but since a bit of bad weather just after 
Malta had been passed the expedition has made excellent 
progress, It now seems that the dock will reach the 


Philippines sometime in July, probably about the middle 
of that month. Commander Hosley will stop at Singa- 
pore a few days to give his overworked crews liberty and 
a few days of recreation. He will then go on his journey. 
From Singapore his course will be almost northeast, 
and he will have a steady monsoon wind to help him 
along. It is thought at the Navy Department that that 
portion of the trip between Singapore and Manila can 
be accomplished in about thirteen days, under favorable 
weather conditions. 

The new battleship Virginia will probably leave Nor- 
folk about June 20 for a shaking-down trip. 

According to a cable from Brest, June 5, there was 
trouble there among the crews of the French warships 
that were recently at New York. Many sailors belonging 
to the Marscillaise, since transferred to the Jeanne d’Arc, 
have been arrested for overstaying their shore leave. For- 
ty men have not yet returned to the ship. Their conduct 
is intended as a protest against not being allowed shore 
leave in New York. ‘The crew of the Admiral Aube. 
which is now fitting out to go to Norway to be present 
at King Haakon’s coronation, became angry because they 
had not had shore leave since coming home from America 
and acted in an insubordinate manner, Their ringleaders 
were arrested. 

Three gunboats, the Alba, Mindanao and Maileno, 
which were captured by Admiral Dewey when he de- 
stroyed the Spanish fleet in Manila Bay, have been sold 
as junk for $6,606 at Olongapo. 

The battleship Kentucky is going to Boston to go into 
drydock, instead of to the New York Navy Yard. This 
action has been ordered because the work on the Indiana 
is taking longer than was originally planned. The whole 
docking program prepared by the Navy Department sev- 
eral weeks ago has been upset to a considerable extent. 
The condition of the Indiana’s propellers has caused the 
delay in the work on that vessel. There has also been 
delay in connection with important work on the battle- 
ships Iowa and Kentucky, at the Norfolk Navy Yard. 

The battleship Wisconsin and the cruisers Raleigh and 
Cincinnati will not be brought home from the Asiatic 
Station at this time, as was recommended by the Bureau 
of Construction. The Navy Department merely says, 
in acting on the recommendation, that under the circum- 
stances it is deemed best to retain the three vessels in the 
Far East. What the circumstances are has not been made 
public.

West Point, N.Y., June 7, 1906. 

We are in the midst of the June festivities and events of 
great interest to all concerned. The morning is devoted to ex- 
amination, afternoon to exhibition drill and evening to con- 
certs or hops. The physical examination of the members of all 
four classes at the Academy has kept the medical board, con- 
sisting of Colonel Perley and Majors Glennan and Straub, very 
fully employed during the past four days.

The charging by platoons was the feature of the drill 
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chiefly enjoyed by the spectators. Capt. G. H. MacDonald was 
the officer in charge of the squadron. 

Mental examinations were begun on Tuesday, June 5. In the 
afternoon there was battery drill at 4 o’clock at which the first 
class acted as officers and drivers, the third class as cannoneers 
Tent pitching on grass plain by the entire corps was witnessed 
at 5 p.m. Rain in the evening prevented the concert. 

On the night of May 30 some person or persons whom the 
authorities would very much like to discover, effected an entrance 
into the library by breaking a window pane. The intruders then 
broke into one of the glass fronted cabinets with which the room 
is lined and made off with a valuable presentation sword that 
had once belonged to Major General Pope, one of the most prized 
relics of the Academy. Nothing else was missing, though in the 
same cabinet were stored several other relics of nearly equal 
value. The Pope sword is gold mounted and is studded with 
jewels, and is probably intrinsically worth $500; it could scarce 
ly be replaced at any price. That morning when the guard went 
to fire the reveille gun they found the Pope sword stuck in the 
breech of the gun. The authorities do not like to believe that 
it was the prank of any cadet, yet are at a loss to account for it 
op any other theory. When found the sword was unharmed. 
A board of investigation has been appointed. 

Drill in extended order, familiarly known as skirmish drill, 
took place on Wednesday afternoon. The sham battle or ‘‘minor 
tactical problem’? was held under the cover of darkness. The 
shades of night impart a mystery to the movements of the op 
posing forces, rendering the mimic warfare more awe-inspiring 
than when the exercise is held, as formerly, in the light of day. 

The battalion was divided into an attacking force of “blues” 
and a defending force of “browns’’; the former, under Captain 
Stewart, consisted of Companies A, B, D, and F; while the 
“brown” force, consisting of Compaies C and E were under 
Capt. M. F. Smith. The ‘blues’ took up a position to the 
north, above the cemetery, the “browns” prepared to defend 
the post, their line extending from Trophy Point on the right, 
across the parade ground and Cavalry plain.

The rattle of musketry, the 
occasional boom of the mountain gun, a second Gatling adding 
its bright sparks and ceaseless, sharp, rattling fire, all of these 
sights and sounds as the opposing forces drew nearer and nearer, 
made martial music for a half hour. Then the bugle sounded 
and at 9:20 the battle was over. The blues won the victory 
after a sharp fight. 

The next morning the Board witnessed a ride in. the hall at 
the early hour of 8:30, followed by a boxing bout in the gym- 
nasium, and military gymnastics. Outdoor military calisthenics 
are scieduled for this afternoon, and a cadet hop, not on the 
program, will be held this evening.

Officers and 
non-commissioned officers’ schools should be more frequent 
and more systematically conducted. Company commanders 


should exercise more care in the selection of non-commissioned 
officers that only those competent shall be placed in posi- 
tions of authority. Except to the Hospital Corps no instrue- 
tion whatever has been given in first aid to any organization 
f the New Hampshire National Guard. Arrangements should 
be made to enable medical officers to visit éach of the or- 
ranizations for this purpose.’ 

‘“‘The practice of having the arms cared for by an armorer 


¢ firings were more frequent than any movements; 
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or janitor is still continued in all the companies located in 
the armory at Nashua. In fact, men reported that they used 
any rifle that came handy, and seldom used the same one, a 
practice which condemns itself without further criticism. It 
is noted that several companies are in the habit of using 
kerosene oil in cleaning guns. Soda is much preferable and 
afterwards preserve by light application of cosmoline oil.’’ 

Major Knowlton says in _ part: ‘“‘The lack of knowl- 
edge of the rifle is in part due to the very recent issue of the 
new .30-caliber magazine gun, and to the large number of new 
enlistments. Reports show a general neglect of sighting and 
aiming drill and no gallery practice. 

‘‘Guard duty, both practical and theoretical, received some 
attention during the past year, but the results as shown are 
not satisfactory. Many men were not only unfamiliar with 
their general orders, but were unable to answer the most 
practical questions relative to them. Musicians were more or 
less ignorant of their duties as musicians of the guard, and 
their position at guard mounting and when furnishing music 
for the guard on the march. 

‘*Some of the more frequent errors to which the company 
commander's attention was called were: Failure of many 
trumpeters to sound assembly; captains not taking correct 
positions at open ranks, three paces in front of the right 
guide; unsteadiness in ranks during inspections; lack of care 
in lowering the piece to order arms, particularly in some 
companies of the Ist Infantry; mistakes in the loading and 
rear rank 
did not move forward far enough, and in the kneeling, rear 
rank failed to remain at the order. 

‘*Several companies in the Ist Infantry found using the old 
Morning Report Book; a company in the 2d Infantry with a 
.45-caliber rifle, and a number of old style leggins; another 
with several ‘out of use’ books. These obsolete articles 
should be turned in at once. - 

‘*Two drawbacks in the organization of the National Guard 
to-day are lack of material for commissioned officers and lack 
of proper armory accommodations. As an inducement for 
good officers to remain, and as an incentive for the best men 
to aspire for a commission, I would recommend that an ap- 
propriation of $25 per year be allowed each company com- 
mander for the care and accountability of State and United 
States property: also that the annual allowance for armory 
re nt be increased to $300.’ 

‘The New Hampshire militia,’ says General Waldron, 
“‘were fortunate in the assignment by the War Department of 
Major C. P. Townsley, Art. Corps, U.S.A., at present in com- 
mand at Fort Strong, Mass., to make the inspection for the 
War Department. Major Knowlton remarks: ‘I heartily con- 
gratulate the New Hampshire Militia upon its good fortune 
in receiving such intelligent and valuable instructions as were 
given by this United States officer.’

Out 
in the mountains, about four miles from their station, while 
they were passing through a stretch of high cogon grass, they 
were suddenly rushed by a number of Pulajanes armed with 
rifles and bolos. Three American soldiers were wounded. 
Sergeant Wheeler was cut in the back and head with a bol», 
Corporal Williams) was shot in the back, and Pyt. James 
Sperl was wounded in the right knee and shoulder. Accord 
ing to the latest reperts the weunded men are getting along 
nicely. The Pulajanes were well uniformed and were equipped 
with eight rifles and a large number of bolos.

The chapel had been tastefully decorated by three of the 
enlisted men, Private Treadwell, of Co. G, who is the as 
sistant librarian of the post; Private Morrow, of Co. F, and 
Private Hill, of the Hospital Corps.

Chaplain Ossewaarde de 
livered an address appropriate to the occasion on the question, 
‘Is there a life beyond death?’’ 

Mr. Brown, who has been principal of the schools at Ca! 
bayog, and who was a frequert visitor at Camp Connell, has 
left Samar and returned to the United States. He does not 
expect to return to the islands, but to continue his profes 
sional work in the State of Washington. Captain Jones, of 
Catbalogan, was a visitor at this post last week Thursday. 
He was the officer in command of the Constabulary at tlie 
time the Pulajanes rushed Governor Curry and his party. The 
Captain gave a very graphic description of the thrilling inci- 
dent, and it is evident that all who returned to tell the 
story of that fight had a very narrow escape. 

The sad news of the appalling disaster in San Francisco 
has just reached us. We are anxiously awaiting fuller in- 
formation.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

It is reported that during the Boxer war in China some 
British bluejackets were standing up under heavy fire 
when all the international troops, including the Japanese, 
were taking advantage of cover. The officer in command 
was addressed by a military officer as to the propriety of 
the sailors lessening the effect of the enemy’s fire by 
taking cover. The answer was, “They won’t lie down 
until they get the word of command, as per regulations.” 
So the bluejackets, who were too far off to hear either 
voice or whistle, lost heavily -because they had not been 
trained to assume that initiative which is indispensable 
to success in the infantry tactics of to-day. 

The German Kaiser maneuvers will this year take 
place in the district to the south of Liegnitz, and the 
3d and 5th Army Corps united are to operate against the 
éth Army Corps reinforced. Out of the 3d and 5th Corps 
two divisions at war strength will be constituted, to 
which a ballooning section will be attached, the whole be- 
ing under command of Field Marshal Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria, with a special staff. The 77th Infantry Brigade 
will be detached from the 5th Army Corps to strengthen 
the 6th Corps, to which the Saxon 23d Field Artillery 
Brigade, and other troops, with a ballooning section, will 
be attached. In this way three strong divisions will 
be formed, and it is hoped to arrive at a decision of the 
question as to whether the best formation of an army 
corps on a war footing is in three divisions or two. The 
new instructions concerning the infantry attack are to be 
tried. Cavalry divisions are to be formed for the 4th, 
hth, 6th, Sth, and 10th Army Corps, and the summer 
is to Le well occupied in exercises and maneuvers, 

Lieut. G. M. Routh, Royal Artillery, recently arrived 
at Dover from Ostend, having ridden on his bicycle from 


Port Said, where he landed on a journey from India. He 
carried his traveling outfit in two large receptacles. 


Amongst other articles, he had a tent with a light pole 
strapped to his machine, and a large specially constructed 
leather water-bottle in front of the handle-bars. The bi- 
eycle and baggage weighed about 168 pounds. The cy- 
clometer indicated 1,000 miles. 

Two new Japanese battleships, each of which is to 
have a displacement of 19,000 tons, will be equipped with

the reconstruction of the Russian navy includes twelve 
battleships, fifteen cruisers, forty-six torpedoboat destroy- 
ers, eighteen torpedoboats, ten submarines, seven gun- 
boats, nine monitors, and one mining saip, or 118. For 
the Baltic Sea fleet there will be nine turret ships of 
about 16.500 tons displacement, carrying four heavy, 
fourteen intermediate guns, and fifty-six rapid-fire guns: 
four cruisers of 12,000 tons, each carrying forty quick- 
firing guns; eighteen 300-ton torpedoboats, a mining ship 
of the type of the Yenisei, and ten submarines. The 
Black Sea fleet will have three 12,500-ton battleships to 
carry four twelve-inch guns, four seven and three-quarter- 
inch, twelve six-inch, and a number of quick-firers ; seven

first-class cruisers of 12,750 tons, which is about the 
size of the Gromoboi; four second-class cruisers of about 
the size of the Pallada, but having two to four knots 
greater speed, and twenty-eight 350-ton torpedoboats. 
For the Asiatic station only six coast gunboats of 1,000 
tons displacement are to be built, and there are to be 
nine shallow-draft gunboats for use on the rivers of 
Northern Siberia. The total cost is estimated at about 
$200,000,000, to be allotted in nine annual instalments. 

“Colonel Gaedke,” whoever he may be, in the Berliner 
Tageblatt, claims that, so far as first-class war vessels 
are concerned, Germany is already the second Power of 
the world. He estimates the French Atlantic Fleet at 
seven battleships of 81,850 tons and 91 guns, as opposed 
to a German strength of fifteen battleships of 180,75V0 
tons and 310 guns. ‘The French Mediterranean Fleet, he 
states, could not arrive in time to render effective as- 
sistance. The combined French fleets have a superiority 
of about 17,000 tons over Germany, but are inferior in 
the number of guns and in homogeneity, and, moreover, 
are mostly older vessels. The Colonel admits that to the 
fifteen armored cruisers of the French Atlantic Fleet, 
Germany could only oppose ten cruisers, armored protect- 
ed, of power practically equal to the French It is none 
the less true, he continues, that at the present moment 
vigorous action on Germany’s part could secure her su- 
periority at sea over France. Hence the anxiety displayed 
by the latter country to secure the friendship of England.

What claims to be oe oldest ship still in active service 
in the British mercantile marine is the oak schooner Dart, 
of Arbroath, which has recently taken a cargo of coa! 
from Neweastle to Dundee. She was built at Chepstow 
on the Severn in 1826—eighty years ago. 

Since the Norman Conquest the encroachment of the sea 
on the North Sea coast of England has been about one 
mile, and among the villages which have disappeared are 
Wilsthorpe, Auburn, Hartburn, Hythe, Cleton, and 
others. Monkweithe is nearly demolished, and has lost 
its church. Kilnsea church disappeared between 1826 and 
1836, and the old churches at Aldbrough and Owthorne 
have also gone. Ravenser and Ravenser Odd, towns once 
existing near the Humber mouth, disappeared in the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. The loss of land since 
the Norman Conquest between Flamborough and Spurn 
is estimated at forty square miles. 

An impressive example of the evil results which accrue 
from lax discipline and unsound methods appears in an 
official report on the conditions which arose in the French 
naval dockyards under the administration of M. Pelletan, 
former Minister of Marine. M. Pelletan relaxed all dis- 
cipline in the yards and permitted the socialist propa- 
ganda to dominate the employees so completely that thcy 
evidently worked only when they felt like it. The conse- 
quences of this condition may be illustrated by the figures 
relating to the manufacture of torpedoes in the dockyard 
works at Toulon. In 1902, before M. Pelletan entered 
office, those works produced 125 torpedoes and paid out 
in wages 98,000 frances, the cost of the torpedoes averag- 
After that year there was a steady de- 


ing 724 frenes. d 
crease in output and a steady increase in cost, the figures 
showing that in 1905 the works turned out only sixty- 


nine torpedoes and paid 134,000 francs in wages, ‘the cost 
of the torpedoes averaging 1,942 franes. This same state 
of affairs prevails throughout the entire civilian depari- 
ment of the naval establishment, Ships are being slowly 
built and their labor cost per ton has risen inordinately. 
The programs cannot be completed to time, partly because 
the money voted has proved insufficient owing to the de- 
mands ot the workers and their slackness, partly because 
the men will not work, 

The British Army Council have directed that no en- 
gagements shall henceforth be accepted by military bands 
on lower terms than would be offered to civilian bands, 
nor shall military bands seek engagements through the 
medium of the press or musical agents, 

In reply to a recent parliamentary inquiry, the British 
Minister of State for War said that in calculating the 
wastage for the regular forces it has not been possible 
to exclude men struck off for imprisonment for felony or 
misdemeanor, as the figures for these items are only 
rendered in the annual returns. Net desertions and net 
numbers going to the reserve only have been included. 
The figures for the year 1905 are, accordingly, as_fol- 
lows: Regular Army, entered 87,559, left 45,844; 
Militia, entered 33,182, left 34,646; Imperial Yeomanry, 
entered 4.386, left 5,769; Volunteers (inclusive of wrod 
ourable Artillery Company), entered 49,534, left 52,957.

have been as yet made from which it is possible to form 
any correct or decided opinion as to the strength ani 
durability of the mechanism—which is particularly con- 
plicated—or of the various parts of which it is composed. 
The caliber of the new rifle is .255 inches, weight of 
cartridge is 509 grains, weight of rifle (without the bay- 
onet) is eight and a half pounds, while the muzzle velovc- 
ity equals about 2200 feet per second. The magazine 
holds six cartridges. The recoil set up by the explosion 
of the cartridge is used to open the breech, eject the 
empty case, place another cartridge in the chamber, and 
close the breech. It is claimed that five aimed shots can 
be fired with this weapon in ten seconds, 


The aboiition of the Mounted Infantry Schools at 
Bueford, in Ireland, and at Malta has caused great dis- 


appointment in the British army. Many officers, how- 
ever, approve the proceeding for the reason that, in their 
estimation, the specialized work of the Mounted Infantry 
Schools has tended to create a separate arm of the 
service, and who believe that the mounted infantry might 
yet become identified with the cavalry, just as the old 
oe were. This view is, indeed, expressed by Brig. 
Gen. A, W. Thornecroft in the latest issue of the British 

Cavalry Journal. He says that to take ‘away from a 
brigade of infantry twenty-eight officers and 600 other 
ranks, the very pick of the battalions, and hand them 
over to the cavalry is not the best organization, but 
rather a disorganization, leaving the infantry brigades 
absolutely to their own resources, on foot and without a 
mounted scout of any sort. 

By a recent decree the government of France has 
created a Conseil Supérieur of National Defence de- 
signed to co-ordinate the work of the Ministers of War, 
Marine, and of the Colonies, so as to insure unanimity 
of ideas and decisions in regard to national defence gen- 
erally. The Ministers of Foreign Affairs and of the 
Treasury are also members of this council, which is pre- 
sided over by the President of the Conseil des Ministres. 
while the chiefs of the General Staffs of the army ani 
pavy attend all meetings. The council can also require 
the attendance of any person whose opinion or views it 
considers of importance. A meeting of this council is 
held once every six months, but the President of the Re- 
public can convene a meeting at any time. The secre- 
tary of the new council is taken from the Ministry of 
War, assisted by three senior officials belonging to the 
Ministries of War, Marine, and Colonies respectively, 
and these are collectively responsible for the preserva- 
tion of all documents and for the minutes of the meeting. 
It is not intended that this council should take the place 
of the Conseil Supérieurs already existing in each of 
the ministries. It is only suggested that it should have 
cognizance of matters affecting the ministries generally 
and collectively.

Important changes in the searchlight 
ejuipment of warships are contemplated in 
an order recently issued by the British Ad- 
miralty. Hlitherto only six 24-diameter 
projectors have been allowed to each bat- 
tlesiip and large cruiser, but the reeent or- 
der increases the number of lights to eight 
on battleships and first-class cruisers and 
io twelve on the larger battleships now in 


process Of construction. A change is also 
to le made in placing the lights. Hitherto 


they were so distributed about the ship as 
to obtain the maximum of effect under all 
conditions, two projectors being mounted 
aloft on platforms on the fore ‘and main- 
masis and the other four placed two on 


either side or at the ends of the bridge. 
Macy British navy officials contend that 


high lights, by outlining the ship, ren- 
her a conspicuous target, and that it 
is only in very fine weather that they can 
be fixed on an object.
